KANSAS CITY, Feb. 9—Per- 
ry Compton of Montgomery 
City announced tonight he 
planned to resign as chairman 
of the State Republican Com- 
mittee “in the near future.” 

Here to attend the party’s 
annual Lincoln Day rally, Comp- 
ton was asked by this corre- 
spondent whether there was 
any basis to persistent rumors 
he was about to give up the 
post. 

“Frankly, I do not intend to 
serve out the rest of my term,” 
he said in reply. His term ex- 
pires in September, 1958. 


No Comment on Feuding. 


Asked if he was quitting be- 
cause of the constant feuding 
that has disrupted the state 
G.O.P.—feuding in which he 
has been one of the principal 
figures—Compton did not reply 
directly. 


“I am going to resign in time 
to give the next state chairman 
a chance to familiarize himself 
with his job before the Novem- 
ber (1958) general election,” 
was his reply. “I do not think 
it is fair for a state chairman 
to take over with only 60 days 
before the election. 

“A chaifman should have 
plenty of time to acquaint him- 
self with his job in order to be 
of real service to the party.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 — In- 
vestigating senators staked a 
claim of priority over a federal 
grand jury today in seeking to 
subpena records of 16 major 
oil companies. ; 


“Our subpenas got to the big 
companies first,” Senator Jo- 
seph C. O'Mahoney, (Dem.) Wy- 
oming, declared. “The compa- 
nies will give us the informa- 
tion. I feel confident of that.” 


The possibility of a conflict 
arose yesterday with the au- 
thorization, by request of the 
Justice Department, of a fed- 
eral grand jury inquiry into 
pricing and marketing practices 
of the oil industry. United 
States District Judge Albert V. 
Bryan, in nearby Alexandria, 
Va., ordered a grand jury to 
be convened March 4. 


O’Mahoney is chairman of a 
joint senate anti-monopoly and 
public lands subcommittee that 
has been examining operation 
of the emergency oil-for-Europe 
program and recent domestic 
price rises on crude oil, gaso- 
line and fuel oil. 


The senator made it clear 
today that the subcommittee 
would press its investigation 
with public hearings next week, 
regardiess of a possible Jus- 
tice Department claim of ex- 
clusive jurisdiction for the 
grand jury inquiry. 

Welcomes Inquiry. 

“I welcome the grand jury 
investigation,” he said. “It's 
fine. e more light 
on this picture the better it 
will be for everybody—partic- 
ularly the United States public 
and for business, too,” 

There was no direct word 
from the Justice Department on 
the jurisdictional question. 
O'Mahoney said he had been in 
touch with the department but 
did not divulge the nature of 
the conversations. 

Another subcommittee source 
remarked, however, that “we 
think it’s peculiar that this 
secret grand jury investigation 
is suddenly called.” 


The subcommittee’s subpenas, 
sweeping in nature, called on 
the oil companies to produce by 
next Friday all minutes of 
meetings, records and other 
documents bearing on the emer- 
gency oil lift and on price in- 
creases that followed closing of 
the Suez canal. 

Fifteen of the companies are 
members of the Middle East 
Emergency Committee, which 
was set up at the administra- 
tion’s request last year to co- 
ordinate efforts to supply Eu- 
rope’s minimum needs while 
the canal was closed. 

Humble Oil Included. 

The sixteenth subpena went 
to the Humble Oil Refining Co., 
Texas affiliate of the Standard 
Oil Co. (New Jersey). Humble, 
the first to do so, increased 
crude oil prices by 35 cents a 
barrel on Jan, 4. 

Members of the emergency 
committee are: 

American Independent Oil 
Co., Standard Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia and Tidewater Oil Co., 
all of San Francisco; Getty Oil 
Co., Wilmington, Del.; Gulf Oil 
Corp., Pittsburgh; Standard- 
Vacuum Oil Co., White Plains, 
N. Y.; and Arabian American 
Oil Co., Caltex Oil Products, 
Co., Cities Service Co., Creole 
Petroleum Corp., Sinclair Oil 
Corp.; Socony Mobil Oil Co., 
Inc., Standard Oil Co. (N.J,), 
The Texas Co., and Venezuelan 
Petroleum Co., all with head- 
quarters in New York City. 

Several of the companiés al- 
ready have promised to co-oper- 
ate with the subcommittee, a 
spokesman reported. They have 
asked the staff to specify more 
precisely what data the sub- 
committee wants. 

The Justice Department has 
not issued subpenas for the oil 
company records and may not 
try to obtain them until the 
Senate panel is ready to give 
them up. 

The senators’ priority claim 
apparently was calculated to 
discourage any effort by the 
department to seek preference 
for the grand jury that would 
hamper their public investiga- 
tion until the jury acted. 

Seaton to Testify. 

The subcommittee hearings 
will be resumed Tuesday. 
Chairman O’MaRoney an- 
nounced that he had asked Fred 
Seaton, Secretary of the In- 
terior, to testify Thursday.

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Feb. 9. 
—President Eisenhower, enjoy- 
ing a holiday in a ‘mfd-winter 
heat wave, hunted southern 
style for quail today on 
Treasury Secretary George M. 
Humphrey’s 12,000-acre estate, 

The President's morning bag 
after two and a half hours was 
three quail. Humphrey reported 
no luck. In the afternoon, after 
the President had talked by 
telephone with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles about 
pending Israel questions in the 
United Nations and had his cus- 
tomary mid-day rest, the two 
resumed their hunting. The 
afternoon score was the Presi- 
dent 7; Humphrey 7. 

Local experts explained that 
the hot dry weather in this part 
of the deep south is far from 
ideal for quail shooting. The 
temperature went to a record- 
breaking 86, which caused the 
dogs to tire easily. The ground 
has been for several days, 
which makes it difficult for the 
dogs to locate the coveys al- 
though the quail are said to be 
plentiful. 

Ride Behind Mules, 


As on previous visits, Mr. 
Eisenhower and Humphrey rode 
through the piney woods in an 
old-fashioned hunting wagon 
drawn by two mules driven by 
a Negro servant in a white 
jacket. Another wagon fol- 
lowed with the dogs, including 
two English setters which the 
President had sent down from 
his Gettysburg farm. 


After the dogs had been re- 
leased and had located the 
coveys, dog handlers beat the 
underbrush to flush the quail. 
Southerners have no specific 
name for these hunting aids 
but are emphatic that they are 
not to be called “beaters,” a 
term, they say, which is re- 
served for grouse hunting . 


Before the hunters returned 
to the Humphrey manor house, 
White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty announced 
that Benjamin Fairless, chair- 
man of the President's Citizen 
Advisers Committee on the Mu- 
tual Security Program, had, 
with Mr. Eisenhower's approval, 
appointed John C. Hughes, for- 
mer ambassador to NATO, and 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, former

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP) 
~—A new crisis over the Middle 
East sent President Eisenhower 
and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles into a long dis- 
tance telephone huddle today, 

Besides talking to Mr. Eisen- 
hower, who is quail-shooting in 
Georgia, Dulles also conferred 
urgently with top advisers here. 


Officials are intensely wor- 
ried about the prospect that 
the President and Dulles will 
be caught in a bad squeeze 
some time next week over the 
issue of sanctions against Israel. 
This could happen unless Israel 
pulls its forces immediately out 
_of the Gaza strip and the, Gulf 
of Aqaba region, as demanded 
by the United Nations. 
| Tied into the problem are 
'the questions of getting the 
|Suez canal reopened to world 
my 4 fase obtaining an arrange- 
ment with Egyptian President 
Nasser econcerning the canal’s 
operation, and the whole United 
States policy of wooing the 
Arab bloc. 

New Blowup Feared. 

Officials saw a possibility that 
some new blowup may result 
from the present tensions over 
Israel's refusal to withdraw its 
forces unconditionally. If that 
happens, it could cut heavily 
into the gains which Mr. Eisen- 
hower registered this week in 
his Middle East diplomacy by 
reaching agreement with King 
Saud of Saudi Arabia. 


The King left Washington to- 
day en route home and Mr. 
Eisenhower and Dulles are 
hopeful his influence will weak- 
en Soviet prestige and increase 
co-operation with the United 
States on the part of all the 
Arab nations. 


The squeeze which the Ad- 
ministration now sees develop- 
ing is that between the Arab- 
Asian bloc of 27 nations in the 
United Nations, which wants to 
penalize Israel, and powerful 
elements in Congress which ob- 
ject to imposing sanctions, or 
at least object to imposing them 
on Israel alone. 


Senate Republican Leader 
William Knowland of California 
said this week it would be im- 
moral to clamp down on Israel 
without acting also against Rus- 
sia, which failed to comply with 
the U.N. resolution to get its 
troops out of Hungary. 


Wiley Also Opposed. 

Senator Alexander Wiley of 
Wisconsin, senior Republican on 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said today he did 
not believe it would be either 
fair or effective to impose 
sanctions on Israel. 

Wiley said he felt the United 
Nations “rightfully insisted that 
Israeli forces withdraw prompt- 
ly from Egypt,” but he said 
Israel “definitely is entitled to 
reasonable guarantees of se- 
curity and access to the Suez 
Canal” in exchange for with- 
drawal. 

Earlier two of Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s strongest Senate sup- 
porters, Senator Irving M. Ives 
and Senator Jacob.K. Javits, 
both New York Republicans, 
made public a letter they had 
sent to Dulles protesting against 
possible punitive action against 
Israel. 

Dulles met at his home today 
with Robert Murphy, deputy 
under secretary of state, and 
| William Rountree, assistant sec- 
retary of state. He presumably 
_received a report from Murphy 
jon the latter’s meeting last 
night with Israeli Ambassador 
Abba Eban.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Feb. 
8—Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau of France gave assur- 
ance to the United Nations to- 
day that France does not seek a 
military solution of the Al- 


gefian rebellion. 


Pineau told the General As- 


sembly’s Political Committee, 
“We donot believe in a settle- 
ment of the Algerian problem 
by force, but we wish the Al- 
gerian rebels would have the 
same conception of this prob- 
lem.” 

Pineau intervened in the con- 
tinuing debate on the Algerian 
question, he said, not to reply 
to recriminations against France 
but to clarify the position of his 
country. 

Calis for Free Elections. 

He insisted that the negotia- 
tions which he proposed on Al- 

eria’s future status must be 

ld with representatives of the 
Algerian people chosen in free 
elections under international 
control. 

The rebels and their “out- 
side” spokesmen fear free elec- 
tions, he charged, because such 
an electoral process, overseen 
by foreign observers from truly 
democratic countries, would 
show who are the true repre- 
— of the Algerian peo- 


ple. 

The French declaration that 
it would invite such countries 
to send as many observers as 
they believed necessary to veri- 
y the voting and its results 
should quiet suspicions voiced 
in the debate over French mo- 
tives in offering to settle the 
question of representation by 
a: balloting, he said. 

“No mistrust need or should 
exist,” he declared. “If mis- 
trust is to be invoked by all 
French proposals, I don’t see 
how a basis for settlement of 
the Algerian problem is ever to 
be reached.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP) 
—Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson today slashed about 
200 million dollars out of gov- 
ernment price support commit- 
ments under farm aid programs. 

Benson announced lower price 
supports this year for cotton, 
oats, rye, barley, sorghum grain, 
soybeans, flaxseed and .cotton- 
seed. However, he continued 
the present rates for dairy 


Rates are yet to be set for 
corm, dry beans, and a few | 
minor products. All of .these | 
are expected to be lower, too. | 

The reduction in cotton was | 
nearly $6 a bale or a total of 
about $72,000,000 on an average 
size «crop. The government's 
price support obligations would 
be reduced roughly these 
amounts on other average size 
crops: Oats, $70,000,000;. rye, 
$2,500,000; barley, $21,000,000; 
sorghum grains, $11,000,000; 
soybeans, ° $15,000,600; flaxseed, 
$4,600,000, and cottonseed, $10,- 


Effect on Returns. 


This does not necessarily 
mean that grower returns from 
these crops will be reduced ac- 
cordingly. It is possible that 
market prices themselves will 
average above the support rates 
—as they do now. 

Of the supports announced by 
Betison so far, only those from 
dairy products, wheat, woo] and 
mohair have not been lowered 
from last year. 

The reductions are in line 
with the administration policy 
that price floors should be re- 
duced in times of surpluses to 
discourage overproduction and 
increased in times of shortage 
to encourage greater production. 


Benson held out a possibility 
that the cotton support rate 
might be raised. He said that 
if market prospects improve or 
supplies dwindle more than now 
expected by harvest time, he 
would make an upward adjust- 
ment. 

As in the past, the support 
program —if needed —will be 
carried out through government 
loans te farmers on stored sup- 
plies or government purchases. 

Rates and Comparisons. 

The. rates announced today, 
compared with last year’s and 
the average prices farmers re- 
ceived for them in mid-January, 
included: 

Cotton—28.15 cents a pound 
for the middling “%-inch base 
grade compared with 29.34 cents 
last year and the average pro- 
ducer price of 30.21 cents in 
mid-January. 

Oate—-60 cents a bushel com- 
pared with 65 cents last year 
and the. grower average of 75 
cents in mid-January.

In his letter last week Mac- 
millan expressed hope that a 
situation might develop when a 
visit to Moscow might be wel- 
come to Bulganin “and timely 
from the world point of view.” 


Replying, Bulganin said if 
Macmillan was unable to under- 
take the May visit, “we would 
like to know your opinion about 
another more acceptable time of 
the visit for you, which could 
be additiqnally agreed upon.” 
He added: 

“We do not doubt that a 
meeting with you in Moscow 
could afford the possibility for 
a fruitful exchange of views on 
questions of direct Anglo-Soviet 
relations, as well as on other 
questions which are of interest 
to both sides.”

MACHINES DIGGING 
GRAVES IN TWO BIG 
CEMETERIES HERE 


Mechanical grave-digging ma- 
chines have replaced the man 
with the pick and shovel at 
Catholic cemeteries in St. Louis. 
The ponderous equipment, sim- 
ilar to the trenching equipment 
used in laying pipe, cut the 
eight-hour job of a two-man 
shovel-wielding crew to half an 
hour. 


Also in use in the two large 
cemeteries, Calvary and Res- 
urrection, is a huge machine op- 
erating on the vacuum-cleaner 
principle. It scours the exten- 
sive grounds, sucking up and 
pulverizing leaves and twigs, 
and eliminates work crews with 
rakes and dump trucks. 


The Rev. Rudolph F. Beck- 
mann, assistant archdiocesan di- 
rector of cemeteries, said the 
mechanization program, costing 
about $65,000, has helped to off- 
set increased operating costs re- 
sulting. from. shortening. the 
work-week and increasing pay 
scales. 


The mechanical diggers scoop | 


out the toughest soil, even that 
which once had to be loosened 
with compressed air spades. 
Tree-trimming has also been 
mechanized. New equipment in- 
cludes a truck with a platform 
which lifts a workman up among 
branches, which, when removed, 
are ground to chips.

Nasser’s Political Manipulations 


Sapping Egypt’ s Unsteady Economy 


Country Already in Grip ott 
Inflation and. Suffering 
From.an Acute Shortage 
of Foreign Exchange.

This’ inflationary . surge has been con- 
cealed fromthe public to some extent by 
a forced low levél of prices on kerosene, 
wheat ‘and fertilizer, where rapid. price 
rises would have -immediate political 
repercussions among the Egyptian fella- 
heen (peasants), Where it does show up 
is in the fall of the Egyptian pound in 
recent weeks. It has slumped to $2.00 or 
less; although its official rate is $2.87, 
seven cents higher than the British pound. 


Nasser Manipulating Ecénomy. 
Aggravating both of these difficulties 


‘is a growing: tendency of President Nas- 


ser to manipulate the economy for politi- 
cal purposes. A notable example is the 
current “Egyptianization” drive, which is 
disrupting many leading financial and 
commercial firms afd causing a mass 
emigration of foreign nationals. 

Shortage of foreign exchange is no new 
problem for Egypt. It has one of the 
world’s purest examples of a one-crop 
economy, comparable to the coffee econ- 
omy of Brazil or the banana economy of 
Honduras, In Egypt, cotton makes up 
70 to 80. per cent of all exports. The 
cotton never sells for enough to finance 
imperts of iron and steel products, wheat, 
petroleum products, tea and fertilizer, 
timber for construction and the many oth- 
er items that must be bought abroad. 
There has been a heavily unfavorable 
balance of trade each year since the end 
of World War II. 

Foreign exchange difficulties now are 
taking a new twist. Trade figures just 
made available for 1956 show clearly a 
pattern that already was emerging in 
1955—exports to Soviet Russia and the 
rest of the eastern bloc have shot upward 
at the expense of trade with the West. 

Exports to the eastern bloc were 33 per 
cent of total exports last year, compared 
with 27 per cent in 1955 and only 14 per 
cent in 1954. 

Egypt is selling more and more to the 
East, but continues to buy heavily from 
the West. Russia is supplying oil and 
wheat, but many other items must con- 
tinue to come from the West, notably ma- 
chinery and drugs. There is also a time 
lag to be considered, the running of con- 
tracts that have tied Egypt to the West, 
such as a deal for the purchase of two 
complete textile mills from Switzerland. 

Significantly, East bloc exports showed 
a particularly sharp increase to Czecho- 
slovakia, where Nasser is getting Com- 
munist arms through the cotton barter 
deal he announced in September 1955. 
Czechoslovakia jumped to first place last 
year among nations receiving Egyptian 
exports, up from fourth place in 1955 and 
eighth place in 1954. 


Arms Deal Not Recorded. 


The Czechs, moreover, took 20,800,000 
Egyptian pounds worth of Egyptian ex- 
ports last year in return for only 3,800,- 
000 pounds worth of Egyptian imports 
from Czechoslovakia. Part of this 17,- 
000,000 pound gap is to be explained by 
the Czech arms deal, which is not record- 
ed in the Egyptian government’s pub- 
lished figures. 

Estimates vary as to the value of the 
Communist arms, One group of compe- 
tent observers here has come up with the 
figure of 10,000,000 Egyptian pounds ($28,- 
700,000 at the official rate) as its best es- 
timate for the Communist arms shipments 
for the year. 

Egyptian leaders, together with Amer- 
ican apologists for Nasser, have had a 
pat explanation for this swing of Egyp-. 
tian trade toward the East. Nasser be- 
gan as a man of peace, really hopeful of 
a permanent settlement with Israel and 
willing to recognize the right of the Jew- 
ish state to exist, these persons argue. 
But, they go on, the Israeli raid against 
Gaza in February 1955 forced Nasser to 
change this view and prepare for inevit- : 
able Israeli aggression. He tried repeat- 
edly to get arms from the West. After 


vy , {, i | 


many turndowns, he finally was fofted to 
ask for help from the Communists.’ 


Long-Standing Russian Dream. 

A more sophisticated explanation em- 
phasizes the historic Russian desire, dat- 
ing back-to Czarist times, for an outlet 
in the Middle East. This long-standing 
dream then is linked with a decision at 4 
meeting of the Soviet Presidium in April 
1955 to move into the Middle East through 
diplomatic and economic support for the 
Arab nations and opposition. to Israel. 
Allen Dulles, director of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, has suggested that the 
present Middle East crisis stems from 
that. Soviet decision. 

Both lines of reasoning may have. merit, 
but independent economists here prefer 
to trace Egypt's eastward swing rather 
directly to dislocation of the cotton mar- 
ket in 1955 and 1956—a dislocation, to be 
sure, that both Nasser and the Kremlin 
were quick to turn to their advantage. 

The immediate trouble began in 1955 
with agitation in Congress for a United 
States export subsidy on cotton. World 
buyers. became wortied and began pur- 
chasing on a day-to-day basis. Communist 
bloc countries took advantage of the sud- 
denly slack and unsettled market to sign 
long-term agreements with ar- 
ranging to buy cotton and sell industrial 
plants and other capital goods to Egypt 
in return. 

Actual dumping later forced the mar- 
ket down still farther. The United States 
began Jan. 1, 1956, to offer abroad 1,- 
000,000 bales of low grade cotton at “com- 


—-s 


petitive prices,” an action announced sev- 
eral months earlier by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson. The United 
States®also began to subsidize cotton ex- 
ports, adding further to the flood of low 
price American cotton on the world 
market, 

Having turned to the Soviet block to 
sell cotton, Egypt announced a five-year 
industrial development plafi aimed part- 
ly at absorbing credits being built up in 
the Communist countries. Wheat pur- 
chases from the Soviet Union also helped 
use up these credits. But these purchases, 
even with the addition of the Czech arms 
imports, fall far short of absorbing the 
East bloc credits being built up through 
cotton sales. An expenditure.of $28,000,- 
000 for arms would amount.to less than 
one-tenth of the value of Egypt's total 
cotton exports. Thus the statement that 
Egypt has mortgaged its future cotton 
crops to pay for the Communist tanks . 
and MIGs is wrong arithmetically as well 
as possibly putting the cart before the 
horse. 


Currency depreciation, which in itself 
is aggravating the foreign exchange 


shortage, was in progress long before the 
‘Suez crisis, mainly because of two poli- 


cies of the Egyptian government. 

1. Egypt has tied import licenses to 
cotton exports in such a way that, for 
example, an Egyptian who buys tobacco 
helps subsidize cotton exports. 

2. The government has been financ- 
ing its arms purchases and development 
programs entirely on borrowing.

Additional Complex Problems. 


Add to these problems the cutting off 
of all trade for six weeks during the Suez 
and Sinai hostilities, the suspension of 
Suez Canal income as long as it remains 
blocked, the almost total collapse of-the 
important tourist industry, the closing of 
factories because of the hostilities and 
later because of inability to import raw 
materials, and the disruption caused by 
the government's taking over manage- 
ment of British, French and Jewish firms, 
and you get some idea of the extent and 
complicated nature of the economic crisis. 
The nearest thing to an optimistic note, 
except from government officials whose 
job is to be optimistic, came from a Cal- 
ro banker. He said Egypt's economic

Pensions to Preserve Dignity of Ex-Presidents

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9. 
ONGRESS is moving to give practical 
substance to the historical fact that 
once a man has served as President of 
the United States he can never again be 
a private ciitzen. 

It is attempting to correct an anomalous 
situation in which this country, which 
provides pensions for its generals, ad- 
mirals and foreign. service officers, to 
name oniy a few, provides no pension for 
its former Presidents and expects them 
to dive into their own pockets for the 
heavy expenses they incur because of the 
paradoxically public character of their 
private lives. 

Beyond this, congressional leaders are 
seeking to obviate for all time repeti- 
tion of those painful instances in the na- 
tion’s history when Presidents left the 
White House and finished out their days 
either in severe and embarrassing finan- 
cial straits or downright poverty. 


This week the Senate passed and sent 
to the House a bill representing a mod- 
est financial tender to help former Pres- 
idents live out their days in dignity and 
in fulfillment of the demands on them 
without financial hardship. 


Under the congressional proposal, the 
former Presidents would receive a tax- 
able money allowance of $25,000 a year 
for life; free office space in federal 
buildings; funds to pay administrative and 
secretarial staffs and the privilege of 


lowance would be the equivalent of that 
which the Government provides a Sen- 
ator from the: least populous state in 
the Union, Nevada. The amount is $49,- 
980 a year. 

The provisions would apply to the two 
living former Presidents, Harry S. Tru- 
man and Herbert Hoover, to President 
Eisenhower when he ‘leaves the White 
House in 1961, and to all future Presi- 
dents. 

In addition, the measure would give 
pensions of $10,000 a year for life to 


the widows of former Presidents. Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson and Mrs. Grace Cool- 


sending their mail free. The staff al- 


idge are being paid annual pensions of 
$5000 under separate bills passed several 
years. ago. These payments would be 
raised to. $10,000. Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt; the third living widow of a 
President, declined to accept a pension, 
but does use the franking privilege. 

Both former Presidents Truman and 
Hoover have enormous out-of-pocket ex- 
penses for office rental, staffs, telephone 
bills, supplies and transportation—which 
have no bearing on their private affairs, 
but are a direct result of their having 
held the most powerful governing office 
in the world. 

Congressional leaders pushing the cur- 
rent legislation reason that if the people 
have the right to demand that a former 
President refrain from gainful occupa- 
tions to preserve the dignity of his ex- 
traordinary station, they also have an ob- 
ligation to provide him with some of the 
financial means which he requires. 

The congressional leaders take this po- 
sition without specific reference to the 
financial status of Truman, Hoover or 
President Eisenhower. Though it is well 
known that Truman is a man of modest 
means, Hoover is independently wealthy 
and the President, in recent years, has 
been able to put about $400,000 into his 
Gettysburg farm. 

In addition, Mr. Eisenhower, if he 
wishes, can start picking up for life about 
$20,000 a year in Army pay and allow- 
ances which he gave up when he ran for 
President. 

Truman put through the law making 
this provision for all five-star generals, 
along with free office space and staffs. 
Generals George C. Marshall and Douglas 
MacArthur are taking these benefits. 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley is not. Both Brad- 
ley and MacArthur have high-paying po- 
sitions in industry. 

It is recognized that there will be in 
the future, as there have been in the 
past, former Presidents sufficiently 
wealthy to meet all the public’s demands 
on them without feeling a pinch. The 
congressional leaders, however, reject 
this factor as an argument against the 
current legislation which, they say, should 
stand as a matter of simple justice and 
not on the question of stringency in the 
individual’s financial position. 


» 
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The current congressional action points 
up the fact that many of the 25 Presi- 
dents who survived their terms in office 
encountered financial difficulties after 
leaving the White House. 


Among the former Presidents who had 
financial troubles were Thomas Jefferson, 
James Madison, James Monroe, John 
Quincy Adams, Andrew Jackson and U.S. 
Grant, 


Jefferson was $20,000 in debt and con- 
fronted with demands for payment as an 
alternative to the debtors prison when 
he left office. To save his financial honor, 
he sold Congress his 13,000 volume libra- 
ry for about $24,000, which was about 
half its real value at that time. 


Later, his friends took up a collection 
for him, netting about $16,500. But a few 
months after his death his home, Mon- 
ticello, now a national] shrine, along with 
his silver, furniture and other furnishings, 
was sold to satisfy his debts. 

When Madison went home to Virginia 
he was so hard up he had to dismiss vir- 
tually all the help on his place, sell his 
horses and eventually apply unsuccessful- 
ly to Nicholas Biddle, president of the 
United States Bank, for a $6000 loan to 
tide him over. To get along, he had to 
sell substantial landholdings. 


Congress helped Monroe out with his 
debts after he left office with an out- 
right grant of $30,000. The French gen- 
eral, Lafayette, was so saddened by the 
former President's financial plight, that 
he offered to sell half of the Florida land 
which Congress had given him to aid 
Monroe. To make ends meet, Monroe 
eventually had to sell his home, Oak Hill, 
and ended his days dependent on friends 
and relatives in New York. 


John Quincy Adams faced financial 
ruin when his presidential tenure was 
ended, and though he later was elected 
to the House of Representatives, he was 
barely able to live on his income, of 
which his $1500-$2000 annual salary in 
the House was a substantial part. A son, 
however, was an able manager of some 
Adams property holdings in Massachu- 
setts and it was through his efforts that 
Adams was able to round out his great 
political career with a degree of security. 

Jackson went home with total capital 


of $90 in his pocket. He had to renew a 
long-standing loan on his home, the Her- 
mitage, near Nashville, Tenn., where he 
managed to eke out a meager living. 

Grant was so hard-pressed when he 
left office that his friends raised a $250,- 
000 investment fund for him. He became 
involved with a shady business partner, 
however, and went broke. In an effort 
to regain solvency, he obtained loans from 
some of the wealthy industrialists and 
railroad men who had added to their own 
fortunes while he was President. He 
also pawned his Civil War: swords and 
other souvenirs, 

Eventually, dying of cancer, he turned 
to writing his memoirs to raise funds. 
Though the writing earned $500,000 for 
his heirs, he received none of the money. 
The preface to his book is dated July 1, 
1885. When he died July 23, he was liv- 
ing on handouts. 

Provision for pensions for presidential 
widows appears to have started with Mary 
Lincoln, who first received a $3000 pen- 
sion from the Government. It later was 
raised to $5000. Mrs. John Tyler was 
voted $100 a month by Congress and this 
went up to $5000 a year. Similar amounts 
went to the widows of James A. Garfield, 
James K. Polk, William McKinley, Grover 
Cleveland, Benjamin Harrison, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Warren G. Harding and to 
Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Coolidge. 

Dolly Madison, who was reduced to 
accepting baskets of food from such old 
friends as Daniel Webster after James 
Madison's death, received an outright 
grant of $25,000 from Congress. 

Legislation similar to that now before 
Congress was passed by the Senate in 
1955, but bogged down in a House com- 
mittee. Introduced this year by Senator 
A. S. (Mike) Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
with the strong backing of Senator Lyn- 
don B, Johnson of Texas, Democratic 
majority leader, and the approval of the 
Republican minority leader, Senator Wil- 
liam F. Knowland of California, the cur- 
rent legislation had easy sailing in the 
Senate.

of New York, and Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell Jr. 

He thus has the backing of the pro- 
gressives who now dominate the party 
and the’ party machinery and who are 
bent on offering the country a moderate- 
ly liberal program. The conservatives, 
however, are by no means in eclipse in 
the National Committee or in Congress, 
moderately liberal program.

Alcorn was asked what he proposed to 
do about those Republican candidates who 
are opposed to or out of sympathy with 
the President's program.

I predict that the 
new Republicanism, when fully under- 
stood by the American people, will ‘~ 
repudiated overwhelmingly.” 


To questions about candidates of this 
persuasion, Alcorn would say only that. 
“there will be no purges; the candidates 
will have to be selected locally and if 
they are Republicans we will help them 
get elected.” 

It is likely, however, that quiet efforts 
| will be made to persuade progressive can- 
didates to offer themselves. 


Old Guard Outnumbered. 


On the committee itself the Old Guard 
now numbers less than one third of the 
membership, while in other days it has 
numbered perhaps two thirds. For years 
it was the practice of the late Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio to reach for con- 
trol of the party machinery after. every 
setback in his plans for obtaining the 
presidential nomination. 


Taft is gone now and the Old Guard 
has no strong national leader. Had he 
been alive there probably would have 
been some show of opposition to the elec- 
tion of Alcorn as chairman by the Na- 
tional Committee Jan. 22, even though 
the choice of Alcorn was made certain 
by an indorsement from the President. 


As it turned out, the election was unani- 
mous, with only a gesture of dissent by 
Represenfative Clarence W. Brown of 
Ohio, a committee vice chairman who 
was campaign manager for Taft and who 
has seen many a national chairman come 
and go in nearly 40 years in politics. 


Brown firmly indorsed a plea for a 
return to “fundamental Republicanism” 
made by a committeeman from Oregon, 
and let it go at that. 


Alcorn, a man who has the faculty of 
appearing relaxed under pressure, doesn’t 
pretend to know all the answers to his 
problems. Indeed, he has scarcely had 
time to tackle more than a few. A re- 
porter who visited him around 5 p.m, 
the other day found him morosely scan 
ning a long list of appointments and 8 
pile of opened letters. He said he hoped 
he would be able to start reading his 
morning mail in an hour or so. 

One of the problems has to do with the 
distribution of federal patronage in Mise 
souri, Alcorn said he would not have 
any opinion on this until he had dis

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Who’s Making the Laws? 


A full-dress inquiry into administration of 
the laws governing regulatory agencies of the 
United States is long past due. The House 
Commerce Committee, headed by Representa- 
tive Oren Harris, Arkansas Democrat, now is 
apparently determined to make it. 

Everyone in our country is affected almost 
every minute of his life by the regulatory laws. 
They determine what kind of telephone, tele- 
graph, railroad, airplane, electric and gas serv- 
ice we get, and at what price. They determine 
what radio and television stations shall operate 
and where dams shall be built. They protect 
us against adulterated drugs, harmful foods, 
false advertising, stock frauds. 

Signs that all may not be well with the reg- 
ulatory agencies are becoming numerous. 

The exodus of members of regulatory and 
independent commissions and boards since the 
start of the Eisenhower Administration has been 
extraordinary. 

Long-established safeguards seek to prevent 
the packing of these agencies by any single 
Administration. The principal protective device 
is the staggering of terms. Nevertheless Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's appointees now control, with 
majority memberships, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, Securities and Exchange 
Commission; Federal Power Commission, Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, Civil Aeronautics 
Board, Federal Trade Commission and Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

Congress needs to know whether the regula- 
tory commissions have been adversely affected 
by President Eisenhower's appointment to the 
chairmanships of the FTC, the FPC and FCC 
of men who formerly represented businesses 
these agencies are charged with regulating. 

Subsequent events have raised question of the 
wisdom of the transfer of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration from independent status to 
dependence on the Commerce Department in 
1940. Congress ought also to reappraise its 
action of five years ago in adopting a reform 
recommended by the Hoover commission which 
enabled the President to designate the chair- 
men of the SEC, FPC and FTC. 

Did President Eisenhower exceed presidential 
authority, and impinge upon the independence 
of agencies of Congress, a separate arm of our 
tripartite government, when, by executive fiat, 
he ordered the Atomic Energy Commission to 
execute the Dixon-Yates contract? When he 
ordered the Tennessee Valley Authority to sign 
that contract? Was his aide, Sherman Adams, 
on proper ground when he induced SEC Chair- 
man Armstrong, an Eisenhower appointee, to 
take an unprecedented recess of the Dixon-Yates 
hearings, which affected the fate of Dixon-Yates 
legislation pending in Congress by postponing 
the revelation of vital information? 

Is the intention of Congress in creating TVA 
being frustrated by the activity of a hostile 
chairman appointed by President Eisenhower 
and the threat that a second hostile member will 
be put on the! three-man board? 

Congress makes the laws. The Supreme 
Court interprets them. The Executive Branch 
administers them. It is of the essence of our

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Thought for the Lincoln Season 

“Mr. Lincoln,” one-volume distillation of the 
late James G. Randall’s monumental four- 
volume study of the Civil War presidency, has 
made its bow for the Lincoln birthday season. 
It is.@ reminder of how much poorer Illinois 
is now in the field of Lincoln research and writ- 
ing than it was only a few years ago. i 

The record of the decline is a sad one. Lioyd 
Lewis, author of “Myths After Lincoln” and 
one of the gayest of scholars, died and soon 
afterward his long-time friend, Oliver R. Bar- 
rett, gatherer of, the greatest private Lincoln 
collection. Paul M. Angle, who wrote “Here I 
Have Lived" and detected the Ann Rutledge 
forgeries, left the State Historical Library at 
Springfield. Carl Sandburg, by way of Mich- 
igan, removed to North Carolina. Jay Mon- 
aghan, compiler of the invaluable two-volume 
Lincoln bibliography, went ‘to California; and 
Roy F. Basler quit Springfield after the long- 
awaited collected works of Lincoln appeared. 

Then in succession came the deaths of Dr. 
Randall at the University of Illinois; Harry E. 
Pratt, Illinois state historian, and Springfield's 
Benjamin P. Thomas, whose excellent one- 
volume life of the Great Emancipator has been 
translated into many languages. The closing 
of the Abraham Lincoln Association and with 
that the passing of its handsome Lincoln quar- 
terly were further blows. ‘Now it appears that 
Mrs. Pratt is also lost to the state’s service. 

Can it be that Illinois is not going to make up 
for at least some of this cultural loss? The li- 
braries at Springfield and Urbana are rich in 
Lincoln and. Civil War material. New that 
the Sandburg Collection is happily at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois the opportunities for research 
and writing are all the greater. Yet there is 
no seasoned faculty man at Urbana with even 
a fraction of Dr, Randall's talent in the Lin- 
coln field. Meantime, several able young Lin- 
coln men, such as David Donald and Roger N. 
Current, have gone to other universities. 

Over the last half-century the Illinois history 
department has been one of the country’s most 
distinguished. Alvord, Greene, Cole, Larson, 
Craven, Olmstead, Lybyer, Pease, Robertson, 
Randall—such names represent outstanding con- 
tributions to historical teaching and writing. 
Today the faculty includes Pulitzer prize win- 
ner Fred A, Shannon and Arthur Bestor, cur- 
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rently Harmsworth professor at Oxford, Eng- 
land. ‘But it is not the notable center of his- 
torical scholars as in the past. Here is some- 
thing no less important than buildings for Pres- 
ident David D. Henry to think about. And 
when he thinks about it, surely he will see the 
need for someone of distinction to mine and 
teach the richness of the Lincoln field in Lin- 
coln’s home state,

Mr. Hennessey and Mr. Hammerhead 

There was once a bird from Chicago who had 
a chance to make good in a really big way. He 
was a pigeon known as Mr. Hennessey and he 
was dispatched with salutations to be ‘delivered 
to President Eisenhower at the inauguration. 
But he failed to reach Washington until two 
weeks after the event. The story of his dismal 
failure appeared on page one of many news 
papers and it did no credit to the bird world. 

In contrast there appeared in more obscure 
places the story of Mr. Hammerhead, a king- 
sized pileated woodpecker with a man-sized sci- 
entific assignment. Mr. Hammerhead, who is 
kept in eaptivity at Pennsylvania State Universi- 
ty School of Forestry, has been pecking and 
drilling away industriously at poles in his cage. 

Mr. Hammerhead’s cousins have been pecking 
utility poles to pieces for years. University sci- 
entists, coldly indifferent to the woodpeckers’ in- 
herent right to bore into any tree or pole, have 
been seeking a way to make a pole impregnable 
to a woodpecker bill. They have assigned Mr. 
Hammerhead to 50 poles smeared with noxious 
chemicals, to poles plated with plastic, coated 
with rubber, sheeted with polyethylene, guarded 
with nylon cords and wire mesh, dazzling in col- 
ors and scintillations. But Mr. Hammerhead has 
always chipped through. The scientists report 
his co-operation for the past two years has been 
of great help. 

The moral seems to be that a feathered biped 
who fails miserably on a most important task 
gets more publicity than one who successfully 
pecks away every day at a humble job.

Zechariah Chafee Jr. sometimes thought of 
himself as a survivor from an older age, a period 
in which the American hunger for freedom was 
much sharper than in these postwar years. He 
felt with Alistair Cooke that “liberty is not in 
our time a markedly American passion.” But if, 
happily, this is not really true, much of the 
credit belongs to Chafee. For him, Harvard was 
not an “ivory tower.” He never ceased tending 
the sacred flame. 

There was.much more cause for internal dis- 
content in the United States in the first two or 
three decades of this century than there is now, 
according to Chafee. Could Debs, for example,

And 
so the United States still meeds Zechariah 
Chafees—and always will.

Important Difference.

The cost of sustaining more 
than 400,000 troops in Algeria 
is being borne entirely by 
France. This is a billion francs 
a day, adding up to about a 
billion dollars a year. As a 
consequence, the French gold- 
dollar reserve is down to $1,200.- 
000,000 and $860,000,000 of this 
is in the gold reserve of the 
Bank of France which is un- 
touchable without an act of 
Parliament. 

Last year France lost $700.- 
000,000 to $800,000,000 in re- 
serves not only because of Al- 
geria but because of the severe 
winter which reduced crop 
yields. The large volume of 
imports brought in in order to 
try to keep the price level down 
also was a factor. This latter 
effort was more successful than 
the tourist in France, startled 
by luxury prices in hotels and 
restaurants, would realize. But 
now, with the reserves at the 
bottom of the barrel, that policy 
is impossible. The French have 
also been spending hard cash in 
this country for helicopters, 
training planes and other equip- 
ment essential to carrying on 
the war in Algeria. 

So—as though the complica- 
tions were not already grim 
enough—a threatening inflation 
is added with the consequent 
rise in tensions it means, The 
next few days are critical. If 
the boiler does not blow up, 
then a compromise solution is 
still a hope.

Oil Is Vital Element, 


An important element in the 
French determination to hold 
on Algeria at any cost is oil. 
Vast resources rivaling the re- 
serves in the Middle East are 
said to have been definitely 
established in the Sahara. How 
much of this is fact and how 
much legend, the outsider can- 
not tell. But the belief, widely 
held in France, is that this 
treasure is awaiting develop- 
ment by French firms. 
Britain and the United States, 
France has never had a real 
share of the Middle East oil.

THE HUNDREDTH ANNIVER- 
SARY of Joseph Conrad's birth has 
become the occasion for issuing the 
most complete and most revealing ac- 
count of his life yet published. “The 
Pea Dreame:” by Gerard Jean-Aubry is 
a biography and nothing more. It makes 
no attempt at a critical evaluation of 
Conrad’s literary works, yet in bringing 
us close to the man it also illuminates 
his writing. The two were aspects of 
the same thing and much more closely 
related than in most such cases. 

Teodor Josef Konrad Korzeniowski 
was born at Berdyczew in Russian Po- 
land. His father, Apollo Korzeniowski, 
and all his family connections were 
ardent Polish patriots and for that rea- 
gon were in the bad books of the 
Czarist government. Being a sensitive 
and delicate child little Conrad was 
affected strongly by the atmosphere of 
his upbringing. He was a member of a 
politically oppressed minority group, he 
suffered from frequent illness, he lived 
in a land-locked country. To top all 
this he was poetic and restless. So it 
is not too unnatural that he felt the call 
of the sea—the sea that he had never 
laid eyes on. 


DESPITE the disapproval of his 
uncle, Thaddeus Bobrowski, who became 
Conrad's guardian after his parents had 
died, the boy traveled to Marseilles and 
in the course of a short time became & 
common seaman in the French merchant 
marine. Later he joined the British 
maritime service and worked up by de- 
grees to the rating of ship’s master. 
Thus did Josef Korzeniowski, who landed 
at Lowestoft with no knowledge of the 
language, take the first step toward be- 
coming Joseph Conrad, one of the great- 
est of all English novelists. 


Conrad was a British seaman for 16 
years—from the age of 21 until he was 
37—and even then he might never have 
left the sea if his health had been good, 
if a new command had been readily 
available, and if he hadn't taken on the 
obligation of marriage. As it was, he 
was naturally susceptible to several 
kinds of ailments: and afever contracted 
in Africa while commanding a steam- 
boat in trade on the upper Congo had 
permanently affected his constitution. 

So having been urged to complete his 
first novel—“Almayer’s Folly"—he did 


so and launched himself sidewise on a 
literary career that was to make him 
famous. 


JEAN-AUBSBY’S STUDY throws 
a full light on many episodes of Con- 
rad’s early life that are not generally 
known, such as his escapades in Mar- 
seilles, including a love episode that led 
him into a duel with an expatriate South 
Carolinian. Taken together these pre- 
sent a full length portrait of a mag- 
netic personality—a personality which

combined an extravagant sort of ideal- 
ism and sense of duty with an essentially 
somber view of life. Yet the most inter- 
esting aspect of the biography—to me at 
least—is the connection that Jean-Aubry 
makes between Conrad's personal his- 
tory and his novels. 


Every novelist, of course, must write 
of what he knows. In Conrad's case,

however, the facts frequently consti- 
tuted the whole story. “Youth” is almost 
an exact description of Conrad's first 
voyage to the Orient when he served as 
chief officer to an elderly. captain who, 
after many years of waiting, had got his 
first command. The captain lost his 
command, for the ship caught. fire and 
went down. And by a stroke of irony 
which is touchingly revealed in the ex- 
position of this absorbing story, Conrad 
got his “first command” when the crew 
took to their boats. It was only a life- 
boat to be sure but he made the most 
of it by improvising a sail and steering, 
independently, for many days in the 
open waters. 

MANY of his characters were drawn 
from life with little change. Sometimes 
he even kept the original names as with 
Captain Lingard, one of the main fig- 
ures in “Almayer’s Folly,” “The Outcast 
of the Islands” and “The Rescue.” Kurtz 
in “Heart of Darkness” was a trading 
post official named Klein. Schomberg, 
the hotel keeper of “Victory” and 
“Falk,” was an acquaintance that Con- 
rad had met a number of times while 
cruising the Malayan waters. Baba- 
latchi, Almayer and Willems were also 
real persons. 

So one must conclude that Conrad 
was always writing about himself or 
what he had observed. Yet it would 
be rash to believe that his ascription of 
motives to his various characters was 
truly realistic, was. nothing more than 
accurate reporting. 

It is more reasonable to say that the 
recurrence of the fixed and compelling 
idea in Conrad’s characters—Lord Jim's 
passion for atonement, Nostromo’s pride 
in his “incorruptibility’—was a projec- 
tion of Conrad’s own nature. Likewise 
the ideals of loyalty, of fidelity to one’s 
command whatever it may be, of a sav- 
ing grace and gallantry, that are im- 


plicit in all his novels were obviously - 


drawn from the author’s personal credo. 


CONRAD said as much himself in a 
letter to Sir Sidney Colvin: 

“I have been called a writer of the 
sea, of the tropics, a descriptive writer 
—and also a realist. But as a matter of 
fact all my concern has been with the 
‘ideal’ value of things, events, and peo- 
ple. That and nothing else. The hu- 
morous, the pathetic, the passionate, the 
sentimental aspects came in of them- 
selves.”

Then 
he has taken a young couple, John and 
Mary Drone, and traced their hopes, 
struggles and eventual downfall. 


HE STARTS with the development op- 


erator. “The typical postwar develop- 
ment operator was a man who figured 
how many houses he could possibly cram 
onto a piece’ of land. Then he 


whistled up the bulldozers to knock 


down the trees and level the ensuing 
desolation. Then up went the houses, 
The dining room, the 
porch, the basement and in many cases 


’ the attic were dispensed with and dis- 
’ appeared from the American scene. The 


result was a little box on a cold con- 


‘ erete slab containing_. two... bedrooms,

But to John and Mary Drone, it 
looked like an escape from the project 
apartment they were living in.

They got a G.I. loan, 
bought a “California Cape Cod Ram- 
bler” in Rolling Knolls. All John Drone 
knew, in his vague way, was that he'd 
have to pay several thousand dollars in- 
terest over and above the value of what 
he thought was a $10,500 house, but he 
would have an equity in it, and when it 
was paid for 20 years later, he would 
have increased his present worth by 
$10,500. It never occurred to him that 
for half the mortgage term he would be 
paying pure interest, nor did he stop 
to think that in 20 years a house and 
lot like his might not bring 10 cents at 
a spirited public auction. 


ANYWAY, time passes, and litile by 
little the Drones come to realize the 
shortcomings of their home, in building 
quality, lack of space, and a lot of other 
ways. When John threatens to go to the 
Veterans Administration he learns some 
hard facts of life from the builder. The 
plans of his house are on file there, he 
is told, and he will find that his house 
follows the plans to the last nail. 


“We also got the plans for the sample 
house there,” he is told. “When we 
built the sample house, we used their 
plans. What we told you was your house 
was like the sample house, but not just 
like it, see.” So there is nothing he can 
do about the warped floors, the cracks, 


' the doors that won't open or close. 


The dwelling shapes the dwellers, it 
has been said. In time Mary hegins to 
realize what shape she is taking, and it 
isn't good. The real nature of the trap, 
she dimly realizes, is that she has fallen 
into a world of women without men. 
She has moved into a house that could 


never be a home. She has moved into 
a neighborhood that could never be a 
community. She has movéd into: a 
strange new way of life such as America 
has never seen before, 


ROLLING KNOLLS was neither city 
nor country, but a combination of the 
disadvantages of both. There was no 
church, no school, no park, no corner 
store. The wives found their days fall- 
ing into a stultifying pattern which 
never varied, There comes the period 
of trying to escape through gadgets. 


Clothes dryers, outdoor grills, and power’ 


mowers for tiny lawns, but they find 
that gadgets don’t really add anything 
to your life. 


Eventually the Drones fall into the 
second trap, namely, a bigger house in 
a bigger development. They get a split- 
level job, and they again have the illu- 
sion of space. But here people are driv- 
ing Buicks instead of Fords, and serving 
martinis before dinner. There is the 
same emptiness to their existence they 
had in Rolling Knolls, but jhe empti- 
ness is costing them a lot more. 


IN SUCH an. existence there is no pro- 
vision for emergencies. Like many such 
customers, they've borrowed to the hilt 
and are making payments on half a 
dozen gadgets they thought they had to 
have. Then it happens. 


Mary Drone becomes pregnant. On 
the same day, John Drone is informed 


-that the man he sold his first house to 


has decamped. John is floored to learn 
that a house he had sold is still his. 
The buyer, it is explained, only assumed 
his G.I. mortgage, The mortgage was 
insured in John’s name. The house is 
John’s again, and he still has $7500 to 
pay on it. 

The author rather unmercifully leaves 
the Drones there. He's sorry for them, 
but can no more see a way out than can 
the Drones. 


Winner of the Houghton Mifflin Award

SINCE HE WAS If, Her- 
bert Simmons has been strug- 
gling to become a_ writer. 
During those eight years he 
has written newspaper ar- 
ticles, short stories, poems, 
plays, musicals and parts of 
novels, and discarded all of 
them as unsuccessful. Now at 
26 he has won the Houghton 
Mifflin Fellowship Award for 


his half-completed novel, 
“Corner Boy.” 
Simmons was born in St. 


Louis and has lived here all 
his life. He was a football! let- 
ter man at Sumner High 
School ahd had three poems 
published in the yearbook. He 


won a scholarship to Lincoln 


University, but declined it be- 
cause it was for industrial 
arts. 

He entered Lincoln as a 
journalism major. There he 
wrote a column and feature 
articles and edited the sports 
page for the school newspa- 
per. News writing troubled 
him, though. He felt himself 
forced to accept forms which 
to his taste were dull and 
lifeless. Abruptly, in the mid- 


. €le of a semester in his sec- 


7 


ond year he left Lincolin— 
and journalism—for good. 

Next year he entered Wash- 
ington University. Half-way 
through the school year his 
studies were interrupted by 
the draft. 


BACK AT Washington U., 
he won a general scholarship, 
and excerpts from “Corner 
Boy,” which he had written in 
Jarvis Thurston's creative- 
writing class, won the Fan- 
nie Cook scholarship of the 
People’s Art Center. 

In eight months, while car- 
rying a full university work 
load, he completed the entire 
first draft of his novel. It 
contained a lot of “corny, 
cliche rhetoric,” Thurston re- 
calls. “He had to be shown 
that his strength lay in the 
lean way, his development 
undoubtedly in the James T. 
Farrell direction.” : 

“Getting away from cliche 
was one of the hardest things 
I had to learn about writing,” 
Simmons says. He wrote and 
rewrote, and finally Thurston 
suggested that he send the 
finished portion of his manu- 
script to Houghton Mifflin. 

“He's really amazing,”

He knows 
the lingo of the people he 
writes about—a tough, sharp, 
nervous lingo, as lacquered 
and formalistic as a Japanese 
play. He knows, too, the ca- 
dences and colors of it.

The Essence of J. G. Randall’s Great Study 


MR. LINCOLN, by J. G. Ran- 
dall, edited by Richard N.

THE CROWNING WORK 
of the late J. G. Randall, dis- 
tinguished professor of his- 
tory at the University of Illi- 
nois, was his four-volume 
“Lincoln the President,” the 
units of which were subtitled 
respectively “Springfield to 
Bull Run,” “Bull Run to 
Gettysburg,” “Midstream,” 
and “Last Full Measure.” 


Of this achievement in his- 
torical scholarship and bio- 
graphical writing, Columbia 
University's Allan Nevins, 
himself an authority on Lin- 
coln and the Civil War, has 
made this appraisal: 

“One of the most impres- 
sive works of historical schol- 
arship ever written in Amer- 
ica. Not even the shortest 
shelf of books on Lincoln can 
be called satisfactory without 
this sét. It is expert in mar- 
shaling all the evidence; it 
abounds in incisive interpre- 
tation of events; and it pre- 
sentss Lincoln’s personality 
with skill and warmth.” 


The present volume is a 
distillation of the four. Prof. 
Randall wrote both history 
and biography. Now his de- 
voted student, Richard N., 


Current of North Carolina, 
who put “Last Full Measure” 
in completed form for the 
publisher and wrote a portion 
of it from the Randall notes, 
removes the history and 
leaves a one-volume account 
of Lincoln in the presidency. 
THE EDITOR doés not 
claim that this version is the 
whole of Lincoln or a narra- 
tive summary. But these 
pages do, he says, “provide a 
succession of word pictures 
and verbal X-rays which come 
as close to revealing the ‘real 
Lincoln’ as any biography has 
done. Prof. Randall succeeded 
admirably in what he set out 
to do. His purpose was to re- 
vise a distorted Lincoln image 
or, rather, to restore the 
hidden reality underneath the 
popular image.”

FOUR YEARS AGO, 
shortly before the death of 
her husband, the distin- 
guished Lincoln seholar 
James G! Randall, Mrs. Ran- 
dall published “Mary Lin- 
coln: the Biography of a 
Marriage.” 


The fullest and _ fairest 
study of Abraham Lincoln's 
frequently maligned wife, it 
was a by-product of Prof. 
Randall's lifelong effort to 
come as close as possible to a 
day-by-day record of Lin- 
coln’s life, That laborious but 
illuminating organizing of the 
minutiae of the Lincoln rec- 
ord had necessarily produced 
a parallel detailed record of 
those associated with him. 
One of the first results was 
Mrs. Randall's recognition 
that the accepted account of 
Abraham's wife and marriage 
were at odds with the facts 
of the record. 


Just about a year ago, Mrs. 


Randall published “Lincoln's 


* Sons,” another by-product of 


the same mine. This year she 
has returned to Abraham and 
his wife. 

“THE COURTSHIP of 
Mr. Lincoln” offers no new 
facts or interpretations, only 
a more detailed recounting of 
a story now well known. 
However, by concentrating on 
the personal relations of Lin- 
coln, rigidly excluding the 
political and philosophical de- 
velopments which were also a 
part of his life at the time, 
Mrs, Randall paradoxically 
contributes to our under- 
standing of those develop- 
ments. By understanding the 
personal environment, the 
seed-bed, as it were, in which 
Lincoln’s ideas were germi- 
nated and fostered, we come 
not only to know Lincoln bet- 
ter (which is interesting but 
unimportant) but also to un- 
derstand better the ideas 
which determined the course 
of Lincoln's leadership.

Experiments in Sound Effects 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


THE DEVELOPMENT of high fidelity recording and re- 
production has produced a curious side result in the vogue 
for sound effects. Recordings of fog horns in New York har- 
bor, the motor noises of high-powered automobiles, waves 
dashing against a rocky shore, high winds in the Rockies and 
the like are now treasured items on the shelves of many record 
collectors, The sdme group is also interested in the fantastic 
distortions of original sounds that can be contrived by the 
manipulations of the recording tape. In one record you can 
hear a pin drop; it sounds like a two-ton safe falling on a tin 
roof. In another'a canary sings bass. 

A divergent movement from the same source is known as 

“Musique Concrete.” As the name suggests this movement 
started in France though it now claims a number of exponents 
in other countries including the United States. The process 
of “Musique Concrete” aiso involves the manipulation of 
sound tape but it is carried much farther than in the record- 
ings I first mentioned. The tape of an original sound is cut 
and re-spliced in many ways, several sound tracks are fre- 
quently combined, and the pitch can be varied at will—as in 
the others—by running the tape at differing speeds. The total 
assembly of sounds is then re-recorded; and the end product 
represents an attempt to formulate the material into a sig- 
nificant pattern. 
THOSE WHO are interested in “Musique Concrete” can 
hear several examples from a new London Ducretet-Thomson 
record made in France. The works of Pierre Henry, Pierre 
Schaeffer and Phillipe Arthuys are included in this record 
and they demonstrate, one supposes, the esthetic principles 
that guide this experimental school of composition. 

A piece called “The Study for Piano,” by Pierre Schaeffer 
would be more accurately described by an “Arrangement of 
Piano Sounds” and even that would be not wholly accurate 
since the sounds are distorted beyond all recognition. But 
despite the outlandishly unfamiliar timbres and the pitch levels 
that fall between all the intervals of traditional scales, a kind 
of melody, harmony and rhythm is discernible. It may -have 
significant form too; but its significance is lost on me. In- 
aeed no one can claim to understand it who is not familiar 
with its basic grammar and syntax (if it has any) and who has 
not heard it quite often. 

My first inclination is to dismiss the whole effort as a 
musical etuivalent of the Da-Da movement. On second 
thought it seems possible that these and other acoustical ex- 
periments may be assembling resources that ultimately may 
be used in a genuinely esthetic music. First of all many of 
the sounds are interesting and some of them have an emo- 
tional power over and beyond their purely sensory effects. 


THE EMOTIONS aroused are usually unpleasant; they 
have associations with irritation, fear, uneasiness of mind, 
feelings of ill omen. It is conceivable, therefore, that sound 
tapes edbuld be used as supplements to standard instrumental 
groups for music of a descriptive or imitative nature.

of the presence there of Byzantine and 
Renaissance architecture, faithfully and 
beautifully preserved.

Venice is, to fall back on a threadbare 
phrase, a state of mind. Even tourists 
who pause there only briefly seem to 
experience a heightening of the senses 
that is not readily reduced to words in 
retrospect, but is more expressively con- 
veyed by a faraway look in the eye. 
Walter Barker, St. Lauis painter who 
spent several months in Venice last 
year, described his sensations upon ar- 
riving at this city, which he had never 
seen before, as ‘‘a spiritual homecom- 
ing,” a reaction that appears to be gen- 
erally shared by artists. 

Writing a book about Venice would be 
an enormous task, for:the city’s back- 
ground is as varied and as intricately 
patterned as one of the thirteenth cen- 
tury mosaics in St. Mark's. Mary Mc- 
Carthy, whose past work has been in. 
the field of the novel and the short 
story, has tackled this job. The result 
is the sumptuous volume, “Venice Ob- 
served” (Reynal & Co., 200 pgs., $15), 
in which the phenomenon which is Ven- 
ice is examined and reported on. 
MISS McCARTHY’S VIEW of 
Venice is that of the coolly detached 
observer, able to assimilate the city as 
an esthetic experience, and equally able 
to examine its power of enchantment 
inquiringly. As a writer who is notably 
fond of, and adept at, the original per- 
ception, the apt comparison and the 


Venice,” says Miss McCarthy, “that is, 
precisely, so well worn. It has been 
part museum, part amusement park, liv- 
ing off the entrance fees of tourists, 
ever since the early eighteenth century, 
when its former sources of revenue ran 
dry.... And there is no use pretending 
that the tourist Venice is not the real 
Venice. ... The tourist Venice IS Ven- 
ice: the gondolas, the sunsets, the 
changing light, Florian’s; Quadri’s, Tor- 
cello, Harry’s Bar, Murano, Burano, the 
pigeons, the glass beads, the vaporetto, 
Venice is a picture-postcard of itself. 
IT MAY BE SEEN from this obser- 
vation that the author was able to reach, 
at the least, a sprightly summation. The 
evaluation of Venice in this book is 
predicated not on Venice as an accom- 
plished fact—as a composite work of 
art whose very felicity justifies itself— 
but in the perspective of its contem- 
porary enchantment against its rococco 
historical background. 

The location of Venice, on its easily 


defended lagoon at the head of the. 


Adriatic Sea, put it in a position to 
capitalize on the Crusades. Venetians 
acted as shipping agents for the Cru- 
saders; when Venetian forces took actual 
part in crusades, they went to the succor 
of the Holy Land for an agreed-upon 
fee. When it was not paid, they sacked 
Zara, a rebellious Venetian port, and, 
instead of proceeding to Jerusalem, also 
sacked Christian Byzantium, “with which 
the Venetians had been having some 
new commercial difficulties.”

gain, create a city of fantasy, lovely as 
a dream or a fairy tale? The author 
suggests an obvious analogy—the images 
of beauty in fairy tales are images of 
caskets of gold, the jewels Aladdin 
found growing on trees, the treasure 
hidden in the forest; in short, money. 


Disregarding these florid beginnings, 
however, the fact remains that Venice 
has nurtured the production of paint- 
ings, mosaics, sculptures and other art 
works to a fabulous degree. These are 
all surveyed, with special attention to 
the great painters—Jacopo, Gentile and 
Giovanni Bellini, Carpaccio, Giorgione, 
Titian, Tintoretto, Veronese, Guardi, 
Canaletto, and Giandomenico and Giam- 
battista Tiepolo. 


SEVERAL ST. LOUIS painters 
have commented that they feel Miss Mc- 
Carthy might have accorded the Vene- 
tian painters a happier and more digni- 
fied treatment. This feeling appears to 
have been derived from the abridgement 
of the book published last year in the 
Né@w Yorker magazine. In the full text, 
the painters are treated fully and appre- 
ciatively, and this is further enhanced 
by 52 reproductions of paintings and 
other art works in exquisite color. 
These are supplemented by a number of 
color photographs, in which the cele- 
brated golden light of Venice is much 
in evidence. 


Notes on the plates are written by 
André Chastel, professor of art at the 
Sorbonne University. The book was ed- 
ited by Georges and Rosamond Bernier, 
directors of L’Oeil, an international art 
review, who have said this is the first 
of a series of books on “Art and Places.” 


Techniques and Human. Values

WE HEAR EVERY day of the 
necessity for producing more scientists 
and engineers in the United States. The 
need is real; the shortage of technical 
manpower is acute. 


We also hear of the gains of the 
Soviet Union in the field of technology 
and we are told that we must keep pace 
with the Russians who now produce 
annually 60,000 engineers more than we 
do. We must out-produce the Soviet 
Union, it is argued, in the training of 
scientific manpower. 


Some of us are now worried that 
we might succeed in doing it. We 
might succeed in diverting so much of 
our effort in higher education to the 
development of technical experts that 
we will stop the flow of creative energy 
in the whole of science and the higher 
learning. It is a dangerous mistake to 
think of the youth of the United States 
as “manpower resources,” to be processed 
as if they were the human equivalent of 
“natural resources.” 

It is also dangerous to take too seri- 
ously the analogy with the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet educational system is a con- 
trolled order in which technical training 
dominates, even in the field of the arts. 
‘THE RUSSIANS WILL always 
be able to out-produce us in the technical 
categories since their whole program of 
higher education is geared to that pur- 
pose. They can turn on and off the sup- 


ply of manpower into technical institutes 


and universities as their needs dictate. ° 


The only system in this country which 
approximates the Russian is the military 
classification programs, where the needs 
of the military determine where and how 
the talents of the individual are to be 
used. This is not a suitable pattern to 
be used for Americar. higher educatioz. 

In all the public coneern about the 
scientific advancés of the U.S.S.R., we 
rati to realize that the Soviet educational 
policy is short-sighted, and, in the long 
run, self-defeating. The Russians may 
very well produce the technicians they 
need but they will do so at the expense 
of everything which makes a society in- 
teresting to itself and creative in its 
growth. 

The great scientists are those who can 
pry loose the secrets of the universe, 
who are restless in the presence of the 
unknown, We need scientists who are 


_ passionate in their love for knowledge and 


intense in their wish to understand the 
truth of their world. We need scientists 
who care first of all for the discovery of 
truth and the welfare of their fellowmen. 
The techniques of science then become a 


, means of advancing human welfare, not 
‘ merely of maintaining industrial produc- 


tion and military supremacy.

But an industrial civili- 
zation which is also a liberal democracy 
has additional needs, aims and values 
which go far beyond those of an authori-

tarian society. Before we try to meet the 
demands for technical manpower, we 
must meet the demand a democracy 
makes for developing citizens who can 


govern themselves, who can bring crea- 


tive ideas to their own society, who can 
develop a civilization worth having and 
which enriches the life of its citizens. 
The danger is that the human values 
around which a liberal democracy forms 
itself will be lost in the struggle for 
technical supremacy. Already the concept 


] 


of the liberal arts as the center of col- 
lege and university education has been 
over-run in the United States by those 
who think the liberal arts an unneces- 
sary frill, or something which can be 
dealt with quickly as part of a pre- 
engineering, pre-law, pre-medicine, .pre- 
professional course in the margin of the 
university curriculum. We find our 
courses in economics now designed to 
prepare to enter business rather than 
to understand the society in which they 
live, courses in psychology designed to 
prepare students for personnel manage- 
ment rather than to understand some- 
thing of the intricacies of human nature. 
We certainly need to avoid developing 
narrow-gauged specialists, but this does 
not mean that our specialists must neces- 
sarily be narrow-gauged. 


WHAT CAN WE DO to meet effec- 
tively the challenge of the Soviet Union 
without losing our cultural birthright? 

First we must draw upon the enormous 
economic resources of the United States 
to double the salaries of our teachers. 
If we were to match the salaries paid to 
Soviet scientists we would pay our Uni- 
versity professors from $25,000 to $50.- 
000 a year. We cannot hope to draw into 
the teaching profession, for science or 
any other field, the most interesting 
minds of the younger generation unless 
we are prepared to match the salaries 
paid in industry and elsewhere. Unless 


. we have first-rate teachers in our schools

and colleges, and many more of them 
than we have at present, we are not 
going to stimulate the interest of our 
able youth in the study of science or in 
the development of American culture. 

Next we must turn the attention of 
our best scientists to the probleme of 
improving the quality of the science 
curriculum al] the way from elementary 
school to the field of graduate studies. 
We must call upon the scientific com- 
munity to come to grips with the prob- 
lem of its own succession. Educators 
and scientists together must give time 
and thought to developing the intellec- 
tual interests of the science student in 
ways which go beyond science itself into 
the fields of philosophy, politics, the arts, 
social welfare, and the relation of science 
to society. 

Finally we must remind ourselves that 
an educated scientist in the modern 
world is one who understands himself, 
who has learned to think critically and 
creatively about his world, and who has 
developed the kind of intelligence which 
insists upon looking for new scientific 
questions in order to enjoy the excite- 
ment of trying to answer them. 

In other words, the scientist must be 
educated deeply in the liberal arts. He 
will then have learned that science itself 
is a liberal art.

New Recordings 


A BANNER RECORD- 
ING of Mozart's “Abduction 
from the Seraglio,” is offered 
by a group of artists assem- 
bled and directed by Sir 
Thomas Beecham. (Angel, two 
12-inch LPs in album). Ac- 
cording to the brochure con- 
tained in the album Sir 
Thomas has conducted this 
opera more than 200 times, 
an experience which should 
make him its most dedicated 
exponent. At any rate the 
performance, as here recorded 
gives every evidence of being 
an affectionate undertaking. 
It moves with buoyancy, is 
crisply and smoothly phrased 
by singers and orchestra. In 
a generally superior cast Lois 
Marshall gives an affecting 
expressiveness to the role of 
Constanze. In her first aria 
she momentarily leaves the 
impression of being a little 
too restrained; but this has an 
effect in rounding out the 
character of a lady whose 
delicate sensibilities become 
even more acute as the re- 
sult of capture and virtual im- 
prisonment. Leopold Simoneau 
as Belmonte, Ilse Hollweg as 
Blonde, Gerhard Unger as 
Osmin and Gerhard Lauben- 
thal in the speaking role of 
the Pasha are all excellent. 
To be excellent in this opera 
means a little more than it 
ordinarily does. The technical 
demands made in the wide 
ranges and decorative fea- 
tures of the music are rather 
severe. 


The Beecham Choral So- 
ciety and the Royal Philhar- 
monic’ are also involved in 
this recording and help to 
make it first rate in style and 
sound. 


ROBERTA PETERS, the 
young American soprano who 
is now well established as one 
of the most luminous stars of 
the Metropolitan Opera, chal- 
lenges her great predecessors 
in the field of coloratura 
singing by performing six 
“Famous Operatic Arias.” 
(RCA-Victor, one 12-inch LP.) 


The “Mad Scene,” from Lucia 
di Lammermoor, the “Bell 
Song,” from Lakme and 


others of the same charac- 
acter are primarily trials of 
agility, although they do of- 
fer some opportunities for 
interpretive expression, Miss 
Peters is impressive in all de- 
partments. The texture of 
her voice is lovely and she 
takes her phenomenally high 
notes with apparent ease and 
always on pitch. Accompani- 
ments are provided by the 
Rome Opera Orchestra con- 
ducted by Vincenzo Bellezza 
and Jonel Perlea. 


THE DVORAK CON- 
CERTO for Violin and Or- 
chestra is well played by 
Johanna Martzy, the young 
Hungarian violinist, and the 
RIAS ‘Symphony Orchestra 
with Ferene Fricsay conduct- 
ing. (Decca, one 12-inch LP.) 
The influence of. Brahms is 
discernible in this work but 


not to a degree that makes it 
sound imitative. Though not 
the best Dvorak it is an 
agreeable work with impres- 
sive melodic material. 


The Arthur Bliss Violin 
Concerto must also be re- 
garded as second drawer stuff 
but pleasant in its general 
effect and well organized. Its 
performance by the violinist 
Campoli, with the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra un- 
der the composer's direction, 
is continugusly interesting. 
Campoli discloses a beautiful 
tone and secure control. (Lon- 
don, one 12-inch LP.) 


RICHARD STRAUSS'S 
“Till Eulenspiegel” and 
“Death and Transfiguration” 
are played with compelling 
effectiveness by the Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra un- 
der Fritz Reiner. (RCA- 
Victor, one 12-inch LP.), 
Reiner’s judgment as to dy- 
namics, stress, accent and 
pace produces a vitalized, co- 
hesive stream of events that 
satisfies all requirements of 
the score. 


HINDEMITH ’S strong 
sense of organization provides 
the main binding ingredient 
of his two piano sonatas No. 1 
and No. 3 which have been 
effectively recorded by Paul 
Badura-Skoda. (Westminster, 
one 12-inch.) A _ prevailing 
austerity of character will 
probably exclude them from 
general popularity but they 
become more interesting at 
the second and third hearing.

Lost Out in Missouri. 

The party split in Missouri is 
the sort of situation that makes 
the selection of good candidates 
and the formation of a strong 
organization difficult. Last year, 
Republican candidates for the 
Senate and 10 House seats were 
defeated. Democrats won the 
governorship and other offices 
in the state. 

Curtis welcomed the Alcorn 
appointment particularly be- 
cause the new chairman has had 
experience in organization work 
from the precinct level to the 
top. 


“That is what we need so | 


badly in Missouri,” Curtis said. 

Alcorn indicated he thought 
g00d candidates would come 
forward a§ a result of a sort of 
educational process. To this 
end he will go out to the states 
and talk to organization people, 
trying to bring home to them 
the paramount importance of 


putting up strong candidates 
next year. 
The Republicans’ problem 


was. stated with feminine can- 
dor last month by Mrs. Charles 
W. Weiss Jr. of Rochester, N.Y., 
a national committeewoman. 
Mrs. Weiss informed committee 
colleagues she had attended the 
presidential inauguration cere- 
‘monies and had watched “dole- 
fully” while so many Demo- 
cratic Governors’ automobiles 
“filled with attractive young 
men” passed by in the inaug- 
ural parade. The Republican

Guylay’s present sta- 
tus is uncertain; he is reported 
to be anxious to return to pri-

Dewey Tried, Failed.

His speech lacks the New Eng- 
land twang; his accent is more 
like that of the middle west. 
This is not likely to hurt him 
when he visits such states as 
Illinois, Indiana and Iowa, 
where easterners are sometimes 
looked on with suspicion. 


Follows Father’s Steps. 


Alcorn was born in Suffield, 
Conn., and still lives there, in 
a big family home adjacent to 
a large orchard, flower gardens, 
horse barns and a swimming 
pool. He made Phi Beta Kappa 
at Dartmouth and was. grad- 
uatéd from the Yale law school. 
He followed his father into 
politics and the law in 1933; his 
offices are at Hartford, the 
state capital, 18 miles from Suf- 
field. 

After serving as state’s at- 
torney and as a member’of the 
Connecticut House of Represen- 
tatives (he was speaker in 1941) 

leorn ran for lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. In that campaign he 
stopped using his first name, 
Hugh, to avoid confusion with 
the name of his father, and in- 
dicated he preferred to be 
known as Meade Alcorn. He 
was chairman of the Connecti-

ESTORIL, Portugal, Feb. 9 
(AP)—Adm. Nicholas Horthy, 
who ruled Hungary as regent 
for 24 years, died today at his 
home in exile here. 

He had lived quietly in Ger- 
many, Switzerland and Portu- 
gal since American troops in 
May, 1945, found him and his 


family in Germany—a refugee |; 


from his Russian - occupied 
homeland. 

Adm. Horthy, who took over 
in 1920 as the regent in a king- 
dom without a king, led Hun- 
gary into the Axis of Nazi Ger- 
many-Fascist Italy-Imperial Ja- 
pan in 1940, the first small na- 
tion to join. 

In late 1944 he was over- 
thrown by the Germans, how- 
ever, when the Nazis heard he 
was suing for an armistice with 
the Allies. 

Horthy often was a target of 
Communist propaganda and So- 
viet bloc spokesmen denounced 
“Horthyites” along with “West- 
ern imperialists” for the Octo- 
ber rebellion in Hungary. 

After World War II there was 
some talk of trying him as a 
war criminal, especially by 
Yugoslavia, but nothing came 
of it. 

His death at 88 was attribut- 
ed to a heart attack. A suf- 
ferer from asthma, he had been 
ill for two weeks with the de- 
bilities of age. His doctors said 
events in Hungary since Octo- 
ber were a heavy shock to him. 


Among First Strong Men. 

Horthy was one of the first 
of the “strong men” to appear 
in Europe after World War I. 
He was exercising dictatorial 
power when Adolf Hitler and 
Benito Mussolini were obscure 
malcontents. But international 
events in the ‘30s kept the 
small land-locked country of 
the Magyars and, its iron-hand- 
ed ruler in the background un- 
til Nazi Germany's drive east- 
ward became a threat to the 
states lying between the Reich 
and Russia. 

Although Horthy had stamped 
out early Nazi plots in his coun- 
try, there was little doubt of 
his sympathy with the dictator- 
ship principle and the militar- 
ism which characterized the 
Nazi regime—a sympathy evi- 
dent in the friendly relations 
he established with Mussolini. 

Adm. Horthy, an admiral 
without a navy, and, as regent, 
the representative of a monarch 
that did not exist, became the 
official head of the Hungarian 
state March 1, 1920. He was 
elected regent by the National 
Assembly of the government

Damaging avalanches and 
slides are known in all the 
mountain states, particularly in 
the high mountain mining 
camps. 

“Spectacular and horrible were 
same of the destructive ava- 
lanches that ripped through 
mining camps in the 1870s and 
early 1900s. Miners built their 
cabins and their mills in gulches 
which made the ideal channel 
for a devastating slide. Now, it 
is known that slides follow defi- 
nite courses and the buildings 
are constructed out of the dan- 
ger zone. 

An avalanche killed more 
than 100 persons in the Tellu- 
ride area of western Colorado 
in 1906. The damage to miners’ 
cabins and mining property was 
more than one million dollars. 

A slide ripped through the 
Camp Bird Gold Mine camp 
near Ouray, Colo., Feb. 25, 1936, 
killing three persons.

The committee is scheduled 
to revise its rules, hold a num- | 
ber of panels on such subjects 
-as human rights and human re- 
lations, and work out liaison 
programs with the newly- 
formed advisory committee. The 
sessions will begin Feb. 15, and 
activities will close the follow- 
ing day with a banquet at which | 
Adlai E. Stevenson will be the 
principal speaker. , 
| §tevenson is a member of the | 
advisory committee, which in- 
cludes the entire roster of the 
executive committee of the na- 
tional group. Among the latter | 
are committeemen like, Paul 
Ziffren of California and Jacob | 
| Arvey of Illinois, who are said 
to favor a radical departure in 
National Committee rules. 

Want Part in Policy-Making. 
They want the committee to 
take a direct in policy 
questions the course | 
of the nation, in accord with 
what they believe to be the | 
te of the platform of the 
Democratic national convention. 
This, it is certain, is the posi- 
tion of Committeeman Ziffren, 
who expects considerable sup- | 
port from Arvey and Carmine 
DeSapio of New York, with | 
whom he has discussed the sub- 
ject, and from others. 

This liberalization bloc is ex- 
pected to say that the national 
committee falls far short of its 
vital function when it limits its 
activities largely to fund-raising 
and routine organizational mat- 
ters. It wants the committee 
to wage open and consistent 
battles for liberal legislation in 
Congress and against conserva- 
tism and the suppression of 
civil rights bills. 

The issue has been brought 
up. prominently in Washington, 
but the actual test of strength 
may come in the voting on 
rules changes. Committeemen 
from the southern states are 
expected to join with some of 
the more conservative northern 
committee members in oppos- 
ing any change in rules that | 
would permit the group to in- 
terfere in congressional ques- 
tions, but the liberal bloc is 
confident it can win. 
Southerners Wary. 

The southern committeemen, 


it i¢ anticipated, will reflect 
the views of such congressional 
leaders as Senate Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson of Tex- 
as and House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn of Texas, both of 
whom declined membership in 
the advisory committee. The 
southerners are particularly 
wary of any liberalization pro- 
gram that would lead toward 
support of civil rights legisla- 
tion, including a limitation on 
debate in the Senate. 

Former Senator Herbert Leh- 
man of New York will head the 
panel on human rights, and 
Senator Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota will head the discus- 
sion on human relations, There 
also will be panels on small 
business and on Hawaiian and 
Alaskan statehood; for thé lat- 
ter meetings more than 50 
panel participants will fly in 
from the two territories. 

Hosts of the San Francisco 
sessions are the 11 western 
States, and the fact that the 
meetings are being held in the 
West places emphasis on the 
growing importance of the 
western states in national poli- 
tics as well as focusing atten- 
tion on western problems—such 
as conservation of natural 
resources.

There appears to be little 
chance the U.N. itself will foot 
the bill. Latin American, Asian 
and Soviet: bloc countries are 
firmly opposed to such action. 
Another possibility—raising the 
money through voluntary con- 
tributions—also has failed to 
find support. 


Hammarskjold is understood 
to favor the surcharge idea. 


No figures are available on 
total losses caused by the Suez 
closure. The following monthly 
losses are estimated by impar- 
tial experts who prepared a con- 
fidential report on the question: 

Forty million dollars for ad- 
ditional transportation costs re- 
quired by using alternate 
routes; 


Seven million dollars lost by 
the canal company and Egypt in 
tolls and in the continuing ex-

Twenty-five million dollars in 
ofl royalties to Middle East 
governments and in losses to oil 
companies as a result of cuts in 
Middle East production. 


Figure these losses for No- 
vember, December, January and 
February and you get a sum 
approaching $300,000,000. This 
does not include losses to man- 
ufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers whose businesses suf- 
fered from the Suez closing. 


Nations Hardest Hit, 


Hardest hit besides the Mid- 
die East were the maritime 
countries, led by Britain, Nor- 
way, France and Italy. These 
countries not only bore heavy 
transportation costs, but were 
socked again by the curtail- 
~ment of oil shipments. 

In 1955, for example, 45 per 
eent of the 117,000,000 tons of 
erude oil processed in western 
European refineries came 
through the Suez canal. 

The U.N. began the clearance 
Dec. 28, almost two months 
after Egypt clogged the canal 
with wreckage in the opening 
stages of the British-French 
invasion. 

The operation, directed. by Lt. 
Gen. Raymond A. Wheeler 
(U.S.A. retired), has proceeded 
at a speed that amazes experts. 
Using a fleet of 31 salvage ves- 
sels, assembled from various 
‘parts of Europe, Wheeler al- 
ready has done what originally 
xpected to take five or six 
months. 

Wheeler predicts he will have 
the canal cleared enough be- 
fore March 1 to permit its use 
by about 75 per cent of the 
tankers that normally go 
through. He adds that if every- 
thing goes according to plan the 
eanal will be completely open 
for its entire width by the mid- 
die of May.

Approach America from either 
coast in a plane at night and 
her great cities—New York, Los 
Aftigeles, San Francisco and 
others ports — glitter in the 
darkness like a vast display of 
jewels. 

The street lights stretch out 
below in seemingly endless 
necklaces; bridge and pier lights 
form magical bracelets over the 
velvet-dark waters; here and 
there an aircraft warning beacon 
or the running lights of a ship 
in the harbor glow redder than 
rubies, and all around twinkle 
the lights of thousands of homes, 
offices and industrial plants. 

This is the modern miracle of 
electricity, a miracle that is re- 
peated nightly in hundreds of 
cities, towns and country cross- 
Soads across the nation. 

Africa is often referred to as 
the dark continent, but it wasn't 
too long ago—only 77 years— 
that our own continent and the 
whole world could have rated 
the title. 

Out of Darkness. 

It was at Menlo Park, N.., 
on Oct. 21, 1879, that Thomas 
Alva Edison and a small band 
of assistants literally brought us 
out of the darkness by keeping 
a loop of carbonized cotton 
thread glowing for more than 
40 hours. Their experiment re- 
sulted in the invention of the 
first practical incandescent 
lamp. 

With this achievement, which 
has been called one of the major 
break-throughs in industrial 
progress, the electrical industry 
was born and a peaceful revo- 
lution of fantastic consequence 
Was underway. 

Within a year, there were 
electric street lights in several 
American cities, within a dec- 
ade, electric trains and engines, 
within a generation, electricity 
was at work in the factory, on 
the farm and in the home, and 
within three generations mighty 
dynamos excelled the horse 
power of all the horses that 
ever lived. 

This week the nation’s elec- 
trical industry, whose normal 
view is forward to a future 
bright with new uses for elec- 
tricity, is taking a fond and 
reverent look back at its hum- 
ble beginning in the Menlo 
Park laboratory. 

Electrical Progress. 

The occasion is National Elec- 
trical Week, commemorating 
the birth of Edison, Feb. 11, 
1847, at Milan, O., and 77 years 
of progress since his invention 
of the incandescent lamp. 

Edison was not the only in- 
ventor who made important 
contributions to electrical prog- 
ress. Indeed, several had come 
up with other types of electrical 
lighting before his incandescent 
lamp. But Edison, the untutored 
genius who held more than 
1200 patents—ranging from the 
; voting machine to the phono- 


graph—has come to sym 

the golden age of electrical 
vention, an age that has flour- 
ished down to the present and 
gives promise of further bright- 
ening our future. 

Along with honoring its plo- 
neers, the electrical industry is 
calling attention to the prog- 
ress it has made in the years 
since Edison's epoch-making in- 
vention, In the short space of 
77 years, the industry has be- 
come one of the nation’s largest 
2nd most vital, employing more 
than 2,000,000 persons, supply- 
ing. the light and power for a 
mighty economic empire. 

Demand. 

There are some industries 
that. could not exist without 
electricity—the aluminum in- 
dustry, for instance. And vir- 
tually every industry is depend- 
ent on it in some degree. In 
manufacturing, the average 
worker now has with the flick 
of a switch electrical power 
equal to the energy of 250 men, 
a figure that is growing every 
year. 

The use of electricity in the 
past 10 years has increased 
from 223 billion kilowatt hours 
to 601 billion KWH and, as pro- 
duction has increased, costs 
have gone down. In 19380, the 
average American home used 
547 kilowatt hours of electricity 
at a cost of 6.03 cents per kilo- 
watt hour. In 1955 home con- 
sumption averaged 2751 kilo- 
watt hours, but the cost had 
dropped to 2.64 cents per kilo- 
watt hour during a period when 
every other item in the family 
budget skyrocketed in price. 
The reduction does not take 
into account the lower value of 
the present-day dollar. 

To keep up with the ever in- 
creasing demand for electricity 
the industry last year spent a 
record $3,622,000,000 for new 
plants. In 1957, this expansion 
program is expected to jump to 
close to five billion dollars. 

And in the past year the in- 
dustry set another record with 
a 12 billion kilowatt hours out- 
put in a single week, more than 
twice its weekly output of only 
seven years ago. ©

SAYS CONTRACTOR

When the do-it-yourself fad 
was at its zenith, a certain | 
enterprising young suburbanite 
thought it might be fun and.

Armed with a manual on the 
fundamentals of electricity and 
the advice. (but not the help) of 
several friends and neighbors, 
he happily chopped into the 
walls and began strewing cable 
and wire about. Economy quick- 
ly vanished but pride of home 
genius remained. 

Several mashed thumbs, short 
circuits and enervating shocks 
later, the job was done—not the 
way a professional might do it, 
but pretty fair for an amateur. 

It its drawbacks, of 
cour he outlet in the bath- 

for instance, was just two 
inches over the baseboard, an 
oversight he corrected by plac- 
ing a mirror to the floor under 
the sink and wielding his elec- 
tric shaver from a kneeling posi- 
tion. Then one day the waffle 
iron, television, rotisserie and 
electric blanket, all on the same 
circuit, happened to be on when 
he plugged in the shaver. 
Sparks flew, but they weren't 
the sparks of genius. 

Statistics 


The case of the jolted com- 
muter may be an extreme ex- 
ample, but fire insurance and 
accident companies can cite 
alarming statistics on what hap- 
pens when an over-loaded house 
circuit and an over-confident 
home handyman get together 
for an afternoon’s “fun.” 

And there are several major 
elect&ical contractors who do a 
much larger volume of business 
selling home owners the im- 
provements needed to make 
an electrically out-dated house 
function properly than they do 
in original new home wiring 
contracts. 

The mathematics-of the situa- 
tion are simple: it costs a good 
deal more to change the wiring 
system once a house is built 
than it does to put in a fully 
adequate wiring system at the 
start. 

The prospective home owner 
would be wise to acquaint him- 
self with his basic electrical 
requirements before plunking 
down a deposit on a house. He 
need not be an expert to know 
anything of amperes, volts and 
wire capacity. His local power 
company can supply him with 
a little booklet, “New Step-by- 
Step Ideas to Help You Live 
Better Electrically,” that will 
answer most of his questions. 
It can also be obtained from 
any electrical contractor or 
from the National Adequate 
Wiring Bureau by writing to 
155 East 44th Street, New York 
17, and enclosing 10 cents. 

Avoid Racketeers. 

The next p is to consult 
with a qualified electrical con- 
tractor who does house wiring. 

Whether your house is just 
in the planning stage or up for 
many years, an electrical con- 
tractor can save you money and 
assure the safety of your family 
and your home by seeing to it 
that your wiring system deliv- 
ers the necessary “housepower.” 

A qualified “housepower” con- 
tractor will be glad to sit down 
with you, go over a “housepow- 
er rating sheet” and design an 
electrical system to fit your 
standards of comfort and deliv- 
er the “housepower” you need. 
He will be in a position to quote 
a price for the installation. 

It may cost a little more at 
the outset, but it will save you 
hundreds ‘of dollars in mod- 


you quietly and efficiently for 
years. A properly “housepow- 
ered” house is engineered for 
the future, allowing for quick 
and inexpensive expansion, if 
needed, at a later date. 

In selecting the electrical con- 
tractor for consultation, design 
and installation, always be sure 
you are dealing with an estab- 
lished local electrical contrac- 
tor. He will have a place of 
business and will be known by 
the power company. Any quali- 
fied “housepower” contractor 
gives the customer a wvitten 
guarantee covering the mate-

POINTS TO CHECK 
UN PROPER LIGHTING 


DON’T greet your guests with 
an inhospitable and poorly- 
lighted entrance when the house 
number is hard to find. 

DO install an illuminated 
number and lighting fixture 
outside your front door to give 
plenty of light and permit visi- 
tors to find your home easily. 

DON’T think that in your 
bathroom one lighting fixture 
placed directly over the bath- 
room mirror is sufficient. 

Such an arrangement will

DO install two fluorescent 
or incandescent fixtures — one

First Woman Judge 
In England's History

LONDON, Feb. 9 (INS). 


ER friends affectionately eall her “Rosie” and the 
underworld admiringly dubs her “That Judy.” She 
is Rose Heilbron, queen's counsel, the petite and pretty 
daughter of a Liverpool boardinghouse keeper who has 
made legal and feminine 
history by becoming Bri- 
tain’s first woman judge. 

To the 42-year-old 
dark-haired lawyer, who at 
first sight looks like any 
middle-class suburban 
housewife, being dirst is 
ne novel experience. 

She was one of the 
first two women to “take 
silk,” that is to don the 
distinguishing gown of a 
king’s (or queen’s) counsel 
—a lawyer of-high rank. 
She was the first woman 
to be a leading counsel ir. 
a murder trial and the 
first woman to plead a 
case in Britain's supreme 
court, the House of Lords.

The law has brought fame, fortune—a reputed $14,000 
plus a year—and romance to the orice shy little pupil who

The measure of Rose’s success as a lawyer is 
in the type of case she is briefed to take. Usually 
women lawyers are given minor elvil offenses to 
Wefend and at most a charge of violence. But Rose 
has appeared in a series of now celebrated murder 
trials and has successfully convinced juries of the 
innocence of a number of her clients facing the 
gallows.

@ SINCE SHE WAS top of her class as a law student at 
Liverpool ufiversity at 21 and became a lawyer at 24, 
Rose's cases have tended to catch the headlines. 


The people she has defended are names on the lips 
ef every British newspaper reader—from the Liverpool 
eameo cinema killer George Kelly in 1949 to the American 
G.I, Freeman Reese in 1956. Reese was picked up on a 
eharge of murder after 10 years in hiding but left the 
British court completely exonerated. 3 

Rose has the natural gift of good looks, intelligence, 
a elear mind and a fine voice. But her fellow colleagues 
in the profession so jealously guarded by males claim she 
is a real fighter and a hard worker. She uses a quiet, per- 
suasive manner in court. There is no rhetoric, no flowery 
phrases, no emotion, nothing flamboyant about her work 
in court. 


Behind her deceptive calmness lies a rapier to wilt 
bluffers and liars. Rose knows her law, her clients, her 
witnesses and she relies on facts. She neither expects nor 
wants special consideration as a woman.

Rose was a recognized legal genius long before 
she was appointed recorder of Burnley (Lancashire) 
quarter sessions late last year. This is a part-time 
job as judge paying only $700 a year and means 
she is able to eontinue her private practice when 
the sessions are not sitting.

ROSE HAS REMAINED a wife and mother as well as 
being a brilliant career woman. It. .was in 1945 that a 
6-foot young man from Dublin, Dr. Nathaniel Burnstein, 
first saw the attractive young lawyer pleading for a client 
in a Liverpool court. They were introduced afterward and 
the Heilbron family say it was a case of “love at first sight.” 


Today the Burnsteins and their eight-year-old daugh- 
ter Hilary live in a modest eight-roomed stucco house in 
Menlove Gardens, in a cozy Liverpool suburb where houses 
sell for about $14,000. Here, away from her wig and gown, 
Rose spends every moment she can with her family. She 
watches TV or plays some of her huge collection of classi- 
cal records, She is the quiet type, inside and out of court. 
She has no desire to be a fashion plate, instead prefers 
“just good, plain colors.” But she loves dancing, and she 
and her husband head for a dance floor and music at eve 
epportunity. 

* * * 
This dark-haired beauty has a philosophy 

that endears her to feminists. She once told a 
Manchester university audience that although she 
was “the last person in the world” to belittle the 
claims of the home, she considered it as wasteful 
to the community that a qualified woman should 
almost certainly be lost to her profession on the 
advent of a family. On another occasion she re- 
marked: “Just let the women have a bit mre 
time at all the men’s jobs, and then they'll show 
them.”

@ TODAY ROSE HEILBRON, Q.C., is bringing to her 
new job as judge the same integrity and understanding she 
displayed as defense counsel. She sat for the first time 
this January as “Madam Recorder” and heard 11 cases. 

To the first she gave a gift of mercy. He was Gran- 
vill Briggs, who pleaded guilty to wounding his wife Mona. 
“Your wife,” declared Judge Heilbron, “has forgiven you. 
» « « You will be absolutely discharged.” The only woman 
to appear before Madam Recorder, 26-year-old Mrs. Doreen 
Stansworth, jointly charged with breaking and entering a 
house, was also given an absolute discharge. 

Rose looked rather stunning in her black silk gown, 
white curled wig and crisp white neckbands. And unlike 
male judges she kept a handbag at her side. Although 
listening intently she kept patting her wig into place, flip- 
ping her wig “tail” back off her shoulder, tapping her 
crimson lips with her black-framed glasses. If this was 
feminine nervousness, the packed public gallery, three- 
quarters of the seats filled by women, would be the last 
to admit it. — 

Rose unhesitatingly sent two cases to jail, one for 
18 months for breaking, entering and stealing, and 
the other for nine months for housebreaking and larceny. 
Another case was sent to Borstal detention school for 
: larceny. 
“Including two cases put on probation. 

Rose Heilbron’s creed is a simple one, clearly and 
briefly expressed after assuming her job as Madam Rez 
eorder of Burnley: 

“Those who deserve punishment will receive it. And 
those who can be reclaimed will be assisted in their efforts.”

WAS born at a summer re- 
sort called Blue Ridge Sum- 
mit in Pennsylvania, not far 
from the Maryland line and the 
city of Hagerstown, My father’s 
health was delicate: and he and 
my mother had taken a small 
cottage at the Monterey Inn to 
escape the summer heat of Bal- 
timore. 

The circumstances of my ar- 
rival appear to have been pro- 
phetic. I started to struggle to- 
ward light and life somewhat in 
advance of calculations and in 
an atmosphere of crisis. My 
mother’s own doctor being un- 
available, a young Baltimore 
physician, Dr. Lewis Allen, 
just out of medical school, was 
called to the hotel cottage and 
disposed of the emergency most 
efficiently. 

In spite of the accident of my 
Pennsylvania: birth, I consider 
myself aSeutherner. My father, 
Teacklie Wallis Warfield, was a 
Warfield of Maryland. My moth- 
er, Alice (although 
she often led it Alys) Mon- 
tague, was a Montague of. Vir- 
ginia; and the American origins 
of both families go back to the 
earliest Colonial times. My fa- 
ther and mother were both 
nearly the same age—26—at 
the time of their marriage in 
June 1895. 


Now, I am aware that the idea 
of a Southerner’s being a spe- 
cial type of American is rap- 
idly losing validity. In fact, I 
would be hard pressed to ex- 
plain today precisely what 
makes a Southerner different. 
But to be a Southerner was a 
matter of life-and-death impor- 
tance during my formative years. 
Baltimore looked upon itself as 
an unconquerable Southern pen- 
insula in an encroaching North- 
ern sea. 

~ * * 

WAS christened Bessie Wal- 

lis—Wallis for my father, 

Bessie for my mother’s older 
sister and also for her cousin, 
my godmother, Bessie Montague 
Brown. This was in keeping with 
the prevailing Southern custom 
of giving girls double names that 
were run together as one. Thus 
as a child I was called not Bes- 
sie but Bessiewallis. I always 
hated the name Bessie, for, as 
I told my aunt, “So many cows 
are called Bessie.” Eventually I 
succeeded in persuading every- 
one but my grandmother to 
drop it. 

Of my father I have no 
memory. He had had tubercu- 
losis for some years and died 
in his mother’s house in Balti- 
more, only five months after I 
was born. From the photo- 
graphs of him that survive I 
would say that he had a poet's 
face—lean and angular, with 
piercing eyes set deeply in their 
sockets. 

A story is told in the family 
that at my father’s request I 
was photographed for the first 
time only three days before his 
death. Contemplating the re- 
suit, he observed softly, “I’m 
afraid, Alice, she has the War- 
field look. Let us hope that in 
spirit she'll be like you—a 
Montague.” 


It may seem strange to say, 
but one of my early impres- 
sions is that I was somehow 
the product of two family 
strains so dramatically opposed 
in temperament and outlook as 
to confront each other with 
impenetrable mysteries. Beyond 
the fatt that the Warfields arid 
the Montagues shared the 
Mason-Dixon Line as a common 


frontier, they had almost noth- 
ing in common.

deed, still are known to other 
Virginians as @ magnetic, Bo- 
hemian clan. Their women 
were celebrated for their spirit 
and beauty, and their men al- 
most invariably made reputa- 
tions as wits and men-about- 
town. Unfortunately for them, 
in common with many another 
proud Southern family, the 
Montagues had little money, 
and it had been a painfully long 
time since any except the most 
venerable of them could re- 
member having enough to sup- 
port themselves ‘in the style 
they considered traditionally 
their own. 


My mother was never consid- 
ered a great Montague beauty 
like my godmother, the late 
Mrs. Alexander Brown of Balti- 
more, or my cousin, Mrs. 
George Barnett, the widow of 
a former commandant of the 
United States Marine Corps. 
But she was endowed with ir- 
resistable qualities of her own 
—a flashing wit, a bubbling 
gaiety, and a love of life that 
marked her a Montague through 
and through. Her shoes, size 
two and a half, were the small- 
est I have ever seen — a man 
could fit one into the palm of 
his hand. She had a tiny ret- 
rousse nose, bright blue eyes, 
and beautiful golden hair.

Y contrast, the Warfields of 
Boaryiana had prospered. For 

some generations they had 
been successful bankers, busi- 
ness men and public servants. 
And as became so sturdy and in- 
dustrious a line, they were noted 
for an almost puritanical recti- 
tude, a strait-laced, unbending, 
never - forget - you're-a-Warfield 
attitude. 

So my legacy was this curl- 
ous Warfield-Montague admix- 
ture, which had the effect of 
endowing my nature with two 
alternating sides, one grave, the 
other gay. If the Montagues 
were innately French in char- 
acter and the Warfields British, 
then I was a new continent for 
which they contended, All my 
life, it seems, that battle has

Even as a child, when I mis- 
behaved, my mother taught me 
to believe it was the Montague 
deviltry asserting itself; when 
I was good, she gratefully at- 
tributed the improvement to the 
sober Warfield influence. How- 
ever, it was my private judg- 
ment that when I was being 
good I generally had a bad time

In fact, this rather singular 
aspect of character was my only 
legacy. My father having left 
us almost nothing, my mother 
was thrown for support upon 
the generosity of relatives. On 
the urging of my Warfield 
grandmother, we stayed on with 
her at the Warfield house on 
Preston street. 


Here my grandmother lived 
with her last unmarried son, 5. 
Davies Warfield, whom I called 
Uncle Sol, from his first name, 
Solomon. He was the eldest of 
my father’s surviving brothers. 
Uncle Sol, a bachelor, was head 
of the family. Cold of manner, 
with a distinguished if forbid- 
ding countenance, he was al- 
ready, while still in his thirties, 
a banker of means and an en- 
trepreneur of daring and imag- 
ination in numerous fields, such 
as transportation, public utill- 
ties, and manufacturing.

F the Warfield . brothers, 

Uncle Sol was to have the 

most influence upon me. For 
a long and impressionable pe- 
riod he was the nearest thing to 
a father in my uncertain world, 
but an odd kind of father—re- 
served, unbending, silent. Uncle 
Sol was destined to return again 
and again to my life—or, more 
accurately, it was my fate to be 


| obliged to turn again and again 


to him, usually at some new 
point of crisis for me and one 
seldom to his liking. I was 
always a little afraid of Uncle 
Sol.

mother were altogether differ- 
ent. Though from long immer- 
sion in the Warfield atmosphere 
she had absorbed many of the

HE had a chiseled face, the 
S aquiline features and a fine 

aristocratic head over which 
the hair, bythen gray, was tight- 
ly drawn back from a part in 
the middle. During my’ first 
years at Preston streetI was, of 
course, too young to notice very 
much about what went on there; 
but even after we moved away 
and until I went off to boarding 
school, there was hardly a day 
that I was not back at Pyeston 
Street to visit my grandmother, 
whom I loved. 


The image of my _ grand- 
mother that I carry in my mind 
is ef a solitary figure in a vast, 
awesomely darkened room, 
rocking evenly to and fro in a 
large rosewood rocking chair 
with green velvet upholstery, 
and so erect that her back 
never seemed to touch the 
chair. She was still in mourn- 
ing and wore black dresses 
with collars that rose tightly to 
her chin, surmounted by an 
edge of white collar, and a 
charming tiny white linen cap 
on which there were three 
small bows of black. ribbon. 

The only jewelry she ever 
wore was a small pearl brooch 
and a black enamel bracelet.

In 
addition to the rosewood chair 
in the library, there was an- 
other in her bedroom and a 
small one in the dining room. 
The latter was her executive 
rocker; from’*it each morning 
she gave the servants their in- 
structions. My recollections of 
my grandmother and of Preston 
Street were due in no small 
measure to the countless hours 
I spent listening to her while 
she rocked and talked to me. 

For a woman who led so tidy 
and secluded a life my grand- 
mother had developed an al- 
most masculine appetite for 
politics, Maryland and national. 
And she was always as up-to- 
date as a precinct captain. 

To this odd wordliness of my 
grandmother was joined a pro- 
foundly religious spirit. She 
was an Episcopalian — “High 
Church,” she would primly say 
so that there could be no mis- 
taking her position on certain 
aspects of Protestant doctrine— 
and from her I assimilated the 
beginnings of an understanding 
of religion. Often I went with 
her to Christ Church on St. 
Paul street for Sunday service.

Last Word in Technical High Schools 


By John Keasler 


E WENT OUT and wandered around America’s newest 
technical high school to see what was going on. 
Quite a bit, that is what is going on. 
For most folks of mature age, memories of technical training 
gained at the high school level consist of valiant efforts to make 


bunny-rabbit shaped book ends 


Our own such technical expe- 
rience, and a decidedly trau- 
matic experience it was, in- 
cluded a rather slovenly job of 
soldering our left thumb to a 
metal lampshade while the in- 
structor, a frustrated literature 
teacher, perused King Lear and 
dreamed of brighter days to 
come, 


At any rate it is a safe, even- 
money wager that the average 
adult has very little idea of the 


scope of vocational and techno- 
logical training open to the 
high-school-age kid of today. 


We certainly didn’t. Neither 
did the cab driver who depos- 
ited us at John O’Fallon Tech- 
nical High School, 5101 Northrup 
avenue. a 

“High school?” he said, aston- 
ished. “Hm. I’ve seen this place, 
from over on Kingshighway. 
Thought it was a big new hos- 
pital.” 

We inquired as to his reason- 
ing here. Scratch a taxi driver 
and find a student of modern 
architecture. He replied that all 
new hospitals look so much 
like something else these days 
that consequently all these big 
pretty new buildings going up 
had started to look like hos- 
pitals to him. Regardless. 

We bade farewell to a kin- 
dred soul and entered a five- 
level, beautifully massive build- 
ing of crisp and airy lines. It 
started operation last Septem- 
ber. “There is m@ better de- 
signed or equipped technical 
high school in the nation,” edu- 
eators had told us. “Go see.”

And so it is, this new school, 
which cost $6,000,000 in round 
figures and exclusive of addi- 
tions to come.

It is a school 
to make the ordinary adult feel 
as if he went to school:in the 
tilue-back speller days, whether 
he did or not.

“Many thoughtful citizens,” 
he said, “are asking the ques- 
tion, “What sort of balance 
should we strike between prac- 
tical and vocational-technical 
training directed primarily to 
earning a living, and a more 
liberal education directed to ac- 
quainting our young people with 
the cultural heritage of the 
western world?’ 


“We are now convinced that 
at John O’Fallon we are ap- 
proaching this balance in edu- 
cation.” 


Philip J. Hickey, superinten- 
dent of instruction, said, “O’Fal- 
lon enables public school au- 
thorities to place greater em- 
phasis on pre-college engineer- 
ing training than they have 
been able to do in the past.” 


Why and hew? Obviously, 
the expanded plant and addi- 
tional equipment is part of the 
answer. At least equally im. 
portantly is the revolution in 
thinking, in St. Louis and 
across the nation, as to just 
what should be meant by “tech- 
nical” education. 

“With the completion of the 
new technical high school, the 
Board of Education wanted to 
get rid of the mistaken idea 
that technical education school 
students were misfits who grav- 
itated to a school preparing 
students for trades after they 
failed elsewhere in the educa- 
tional system,” Hickey said. 

Ousted in the new system 
will be the idea that a so-called 
“vocational” school is simply

O'Fallon provides technical 
education for three general 
groups: the boys and girls at- 
tending day classes, and this is 
by far the bulk of the enroll- 
ment; building trades appren- 
tices who attend school part of 
the day and get on-the-job ex- 
perience the remainder, and 
those participating, day or eve- 
ning, in adult education pro- 
grams. 

Also, under a “co-op” high 
school program, students may 
come from other high schools 
for special training, dividing 
their time a half day at one 
school and a half day at the 
other. Just one example is the 
Roosevelt High students taking 
comptometer training; another, 
Southwest studénts taking home 
economics or industrial art. 


Seniors in the last term are 
permitted to work in industry 
if they desire, on a half-day 
basis, and receive school credit 
for their work experience—and 
at present they are working in 
everything from banks and uni- 
versities to manufacturing and 
publishing companies. 

(Hadley Technical, where 
many of the O'Fallon students 
were enrolled before the new 
school opened, has become a 
comprehensive high school with 
both regular academic and tech- 
nical divisions.)

UMMING up, Hickey sald: 
a “We have afar broader scope 

of education at John O’Fal- 
lon. The aim is to give high 
quality college preparatory 
training In engineering as well 
as good trade preparatory in- 
struction.

There is an O'Fallon, 
Mo., and an O'Fallon, IIL, and 
deliverymen get awfully mad 
after that long drive when they 
find they have the wrong 
O'Fallon. 

This huge high sehool, with 
airplanes downstairs and eg 
ing plants, architectural draft- 
ing rooms, fashion tailoring, 
millinery, printing, welding—~ 
dozens of other subjects, is a 
reality now, after much plan- 
ning and some controversy. 

The kids look just about the 
same as high school kids used 
to. But just one peek inside 
O'Fallon High— John O'Fallon 
High — makes the crystal set 
radio days look long, long ago.

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Some Have the Greater Amount of Fullness Coheonineted Toward Back, Others Rely Upon Simple Goring

HE skirt that swings as the 
wearer walks has as much 

. to do with the smartness of 
a spring costume as the width 
of the shoulders or the jaunty 
effect of a little cape. It also 
does much to stress the vogue 
of the 1930 look that is a sig- 
nificant 1957 trend. 

Vionnet has been credited 
with the origin of the bias eut 
which revolutionized feminine 
silhouettes more than a quarter 
of a century ago, and Main- 
bocher is the American who 
gave the slanting lines a 
flattery to appeal to American 
women. Now the two ideas have 
been blended and brought up 
to date by a group of design- 
ers for a more casual and com- 
fortable fashion theme than has 
been popular during recent sea- 
sons. 

Illustrated are examples of 
the gently flared skirt that is 
being featured so extensively 
for spring.

To Be Available for 
Dressing Up Gardens 
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'All-New' Bildors Show 
Opened at Arena With | 
Wide Range of Exhibits

The eleventh annual Bildors Home Show, with “everythifig 


Gardeners who take pleasure in planting the novelties of 


the season will be intrigued by the 1957 catalogues, some already 


atriving, and some yet to come. In addition to numerous intro- 
ductions among perennials, roses, and shrubs, there's the greatest 
erop of annuals to make their bow in a single year. 

It’s not surprising to find that new flowers have larger and 
richer blooms, improved habit of growth, and built-in disease 
resistance. Although the trend in general seems to be toward 


new from floor plan to entertainment,” opened yesterday at the 
Arena for a nine-day run. Officials of the show say that it is 
the most cOmprehensive display of products, equipment, materials 
and services associated with the home building industry ever 
presented here. 

The exposition, which eccupies 54,000 square feet of floor 
space in the Oakland avenue showplace, extends through next 
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“bigger and better” plants, 
some hybridizers seem to take a 
pixyish delight in reversing the 
matural order of things. The 
result is a sort of Alice-in-Won- 
derland effect, with single 
flowers turned into puffy dou- 
bles; climbing plants becoming 
so restrained that they turn 
from vines into shrubs, and 
giant blooms are reduced to 

Lilliput size. 

Many new varieties seem to 
be straying into new areas of 
the color chart, too. For exam- 
ple, we now have close-to-white 
marigolds and daylilies, as well 
as good pinks among delphini- 
ums, and irises. 

The new “dwarf” double hol- 
lyhock, Rosea annua mixed, is 
a shortie only by comparison 
with the common type—those 
tall spikes of bloom that look 
so well beside a fence or wall. 
The new Rosea makes a many- 
branched spreading bush about 
four feet high and wide. Al- 
though it needs plenty of room, 
it doesn’t require staking. Tol- 
erant and easy to grow, it should 
bloom the first year if started 
early, and may live for many 
seasons. 

Good in Drouth. 

A super-dwarf periwinkle, 
mamed Coquette vinca, makes 
a bushy 10-inch plant whose 
glossy green leaves are studded 
with rosy-pink blooms. Although 
this plant will tolerate partial 
shade, it can endure an almost 
unbelievable amount of heat 
and drouth. There is also a 
compact version of flowering 
tobacco: Dwarf White Bedder 
Nicotiana, which grows about 
12 inches tall, and is covered 
with fragrant white stars that 
“shine all day.” 

The new Dwarf Queen Aster, 
said to be highly wilt-resistant, 
grows ' about 10 inches tall. 
Available only in mixed colors, 
it ‘should produce its bright 
blooms almost continuously from 
July to frost. The first really 
dwarf star phlox. Twinkle, re- 
ceived an All-America award 
this year. A delightful little 
annual that .grows about six 
inches high, it is said to pro- 
duce masses of blooms in sal- 
mon, rose, pink, blue and lilac. 

A dwarf candytuft, Fairy 
Mixed Umbeliata, is an eight- 
inch plant that forms a rich car- 
pet of pink, rose, crimson, lav- 
ender or ‘white. Even brigh 
are the gay blooms‘of the com- 
pact verbena, Sparkle, mixed. 

The new dwarf torenia should 
make a fine edging plant. Scar- 
let Pygmy salvia grows just six 
inches tall and bears close-set 
spikes of brilliant red. There 
are many fine dwarf marigolds, 
too, such as Golden Pygmy, 
Pygmy Primrose, and the 
“Dwarf Gigantea” Pot of Gold, 
a 12-inch plant which is prac- 
tically hidden beneath large 
double blooms. 

Blooms Early. 

‘The most spectacular mem- 
ber of the marigold family, 
though, is the new Cracker 
Jack Gigantea. Not only does 
it form a compact two and one- 
Half foot plant, but it blooms 
early, and the fully double 
flowers measure four to five 
inches in diameter. Another 
fine introduction is the “world’s 
largest” fragrant heliotrope, Pa- 
cific, which has 12-inch blue 
flower clusters. The giant- First 
Snow heliotrope, as the name 
suggests, is pure white. 

The new Rosalie Zinnia is a 
dahlia-like bloom in glowing 
pink, and it should give fine 

dscape effect. The odd 
Ortho Polka Zinnia resembles 
the well-known variety, Pepper- 
mint Stick, but it is almost 
twice as large. Quick and easy 
as zinnias are Fall Festival 
dahlias, which make bedding 
plants that grow about two and 
one-half feet tall, and have dis- 
tinctive copper-red foliage. The 
flowers may be double or semi- 
double, and come in brilliant 
shades of scarlet, red, crimson 
or yellow. 

A new annual ruobeckia, the 
Gloriosa Daisy, should add a 
bright accent to the border, and 
the flowers would be decorative 
in arrangements, too. Large 
single blooms range from bril- 
liant yellow through gold, 
orange and bronze to rich ma- 
hogany, and many are bi-col- 
ored 


Of special interest are strains 
of F-2 hybrid snapdragons, such

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Saudi Arabian Monarch, Possible Key to Middle East Peace, Comes to United States 
for Talks—President Eisenhower Gives Him Unprecedented Welcome 


HEN KING SAUD of Saudi Arabia, resplend- 
W ent in gold- banded headdress and a flow- 
ing tan robe, stepped on to Pier 45 in New 

York City, he became the first Arab monarch to 
enter this country as an official quest of the gov- 
ernment. He also became one of the most contro- 
versial personages ever to arrive on a state visit. 
In an unprecedented rebuff, Mayor. Wagner of New 
York City refused to welcome the King, saying he 
was anti-Jewish, anti-Catholic. But in an unprece- 
dented welcome the following day in Washington, 
President Eisenhower met Saud at the airport, some- 
thing he had not done for any other state visitor. 
e diametrically vg eetings had their 

bases in fact. On one hand, represents a 
way of life that is alien to most Americans, dis- 
tasteful to many.

He was taken to the United Nations for a lunch- 
eon in his honor, following which he addressed the 
General Assembly. Back at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, where the royal party stayed, Saud prepared 
for a reception and a dinner, given by the 
Arabians for all U.N. delegations t the Israelis. 

The next morning the King and 25 of his offi- 
cials left in Mr. Eisenhower's personal: plane for 
Washington. For previous state visitors, Mr. Eisen- 
hower had sent the Vice President or Secretary of 
State to the airport and waited at the White House, 
meeting the guest on the steps. It is believed that 
his unprecedented airport gree was dictated 
by Arab custom, in which a host chieftain rides 


out into the desert to welcome his arriving visitor. 

In Washington, the King and the highest rank- 
ing members of his party stayed in Biair House. 
Compasses were placed in the rooms so Saud and 
his entourage, all Moslems, could take a bearing 
on Mecca, which they ars when they pray. Three 
hours after his arrival in Washington, Saud was 
taken to the White House for his first visit with the 
President. That evening, Mr. Eisenhower gave a 
stag state dinner at the White House. 

On the following day, the wag continued un- 
abated. Major events on the third day of Saud’s 
stay included a second White House visit, and a 
dinner for the President, given by Saud. 

Originally, he was to leave the capital last 
Monday and visit at a resort hotel in West Virginia. 
However, this trip was canceled, and Saud re- 
mained in Washington for further talks with the 
President and high Administration officials. They 
hoped to get Saud to work for Arab acceptance of 
the Eisenhower Middle East program, aimed at 
thwarting any Soviet efforts to take over the area 
either doeeh subversion or aggression. 
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Flanked by sword-carrying bodyguards and a 
State Department security officer, the Arabian 
monarch blesses onlookers as he leaves the 
Islamic Mosque in Washington. He traveled with 
a 69-member entourage, but left behind his four 
wives, numerous concubines. Saud reportedly 
has 25 sons, says he has eight daughters.

ARK TWAIN'S observation that “There 
is nothing comparable to the endurance 
of a woman” is being proved at Web- 

ster College with one of the noted Missouri au- 
thor’s own works. For more than six months 
221 girls at the school in Webster Groves have 
been engaged in producing an entirely home- 
made musical version of Twain's popular clas- 
sic, “The Adventures of Tom Sawyer.” The 
show will be presented next weekend. 

Work on the production, the college's 
twelfth annual stage presentation, began last 
summer. Doris Coughlin, a senior music stu- 
dent, wrote original music and lyrics—12 
songs in all—for the show, and also is pro- 
ducing and directing it. Stage Director Mar- 
garet Reilly adapted the story into play form. 

Of the 179 members of the cast chosen 
last October, a month before rehearsals be- 


gan, 25 were given speaking parts. Ninety- 
four were assigned to the singing chorus, and 


55 were placed in the dancing chorus. The 
jobs of supervising make-up, constructing 
props, — scenery and making costumes 
were divided among 25 girls in separate 
crews. Another group handled business de- 
tails, including ticket arrangements, publicity 
and ushering. Everyone found they had to 
pitch in when and where necessary in all 
phases of preparation for the show. 

Working entirely on their own without 
faculty supervision, the girls arranged rehears- 
als, set construction and committee meetings 
on weekends and between regular classes 
and homework. When the stage lights go up 
for the first show next Friday night, they hope 
that the working grind they endured so long 
pays off in a smooth, professional performance.

Curing Boone County Hams 


Generations-Old Process Takes Time and Care, Gives Meat Distinctive Flavor 


Using the method handed down from generation to generation 
in his family, Baurichter rubs the curing mixture into ham with.a 
circular motion. With modern freezers supplanting smokehouses 
as a method of preserving meat, country curing is becoming a 
lost art. Baurichter’s hams come from purebred Hampshire hogs. 
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Two Boone County hams, hanging from roof of smokehouse, _ portion of fat and lean meat, color, odor and flavor. Boone 
absorb hickory and sassafras smoke rising from the floor. County hams come from corn-fed—hogs. Baurichter bal- 
Judges grade hams for shape, trim (how fat is pared), pro. ances hogs’ diet with ground wheat, barley, protein, mineral. 


Hams, shoulders and sides of bacon lie on table in smokehouse; every 
day for six weeks Baurichter puts on a new application of cure. He

If there's a miscalculation, epicures are 
quick to spot it—or so they claim. Some con- 
noisseurs, for example, maintain they can 
distinguish between a right ham and a left 
ham. Because a hog commonly scratches 
with its right hindfoot, thus developing the 
right thigh more, these experts say the right 
ham may not be as tender as the left. Farm- 
ers look knowingly when they hear these 
stories, but they are careful not to offend 
persons of such sensitive taste. 

A real Boone County ham receives six 
to 10 weeks of delicately balanced curing, 
judicious smoking, and six to 18 months of 


aging. This timetable to aaah perfection 
has several footnotes. hogs are butch- 
ered when eight months old—preferably at 
a weight of 200 to 250 pounds; and 
January are considered the best months for 
slaughtering. For each pound of ham, there 
should be two days of curing—a 20- pound 
ham requires 40 days, and so on.

Boone County farmers whe cure hams

Baurichter of Columbia, on whose farm these 
photos were made, is representative. A four- 
time winner of the grand champion ham 
award at the ne County Fair, he is re- 
garded as an authority. 

To smoke the hams, Baurichter uses only 
freshly cut hickory and sassafras saplings in 
about equal amounts. The smoke from these 
slow - burning woods helps give the meat its 
flavorful tang. The hams are smoked lightly 
for, three days, after which Baurichter ages 
them for a year in a cool, dry place. 

The origin of Boone County hams is 
veiled in antiquity. Early settlers—mostly 

k lovers—brought recipes from Kentucky, 
ennessee and V a. But Boone Coun- 
tians generally credit Robert E. Lee Hill of 
Col with raising their hams to national 
rominence. A former president of Rotary 
ternational with a wide circle of friends 
across the nation, Hill became a self -ap- 
pointed ambassador of Boone County hams,

THUNDEROUS EXPLOSION from the 
sky rocked California’s crowded San 
Fernando Valley. Thousands of pairs 

pf eyes turned u to watch as two 
lanes that had collided in mid-air began 
blummeting earthward. Among viewers 
ere nearly 100 seventh grade boys in gym 
lothes who were playing kickball and 
occer on the athletic field of Pacoima 
unior High School. 

One of the falling planes, a giant 
ansport, seemed to take deadly aim on 
he school. Sections of it stripped away as 
t fell. Its four big engines hurtled into the 
hoolyard, imbedded themselves in its 
paved surface. Fragments of fiery metal 
elled boys running to get out of the way. 


Two children were killed instantly, one died 
two days later; 77 were injured. Also dead 
were the four occupants of the plane. 

The planes, both on test runs, were a 
gleaming Douglas DC-7, being readied for 
delivery to a major airline, and a two-man 
Scorpion F-89, one of America’s fastest jet 
interceptors. The jet plunged into a hill- 
side about six miles from the Pacoima 
school. Its pilot was killed in the wreck- 
age, but its radarman parachuted to the 
ground, injured but alive. 

The crash prompted the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board to order that effective February 
20 all aircraft test flights must be over open 
water or sparsely settled areas approved 
by the Civil Aeronautics Administration.

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N CUMBRES PASS, COLORADO, 10,000 feet above sea 
level, 60 trainmen lived a week in three Denver and

In my scrapbook there's only one valentine, and it’s * 
on the first page. It’s not from Georgia, my wife; hers 
I keep in a special box. It's not from a high-school 
sweetheart; those I threw away. It’s from the late 
comedian W. C. Fields. 

This valentine is a gaudy, old-fashioned job, full of 
the flowery guff you'd think a guy like Fields would 
scoff at. But the méssage written on it makes the card 
more valuabic to me than all the other cards I've ever . 
received. 

It came many years ago when I was all but un- 
known, just a kid from Vincennes, Ind., playing the 
small towns, trying to make a name for myself in 
vaudeville. I was stranded in a tiny town in the West, 
feeling low the way only a performer can when he 
reaches the unhappy conclusion he should be living in 
a home and not a trunk. 

When I returned to my hotel room that night, the 
desk clerk told me there was a letter for me. I figured 
it was from my agent, since he was probably the only

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person in the country who knew where I was. I opened 
the envelope and found the valentine from Bill Fields

operator at a big New York movie theater 
plugged in a call. A man’s gruff voice shouted, 
“There’s a bomb in the orchestra!” Then he hung up. 
Police combed the theater, found nothing. Four hours 
later another call brought them back — again in vain. 

On the same day similar tips by the dozens had the 
police racing around the city to other movie houses, 
museums, schools and miscellaneous public build- 
ings. Without exception, the tips were false — yet 
every one had to be investigated. 

Meanwhile the bomb-scare fever was breaking out 
all over. In Newark, N.J., police combed the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Station for a nonexistent bomb. Seven 
schools in Hartford, Conn., closed down after false 
tips. In Plainville, Conn., a hoax sent home 1,700 fac- 
tory workers. Bogus scares were reported in Dallas, 
Tex.; Kansas City, Mo.; ‘Wichita, Kans.; Haverhill, 
Mass.; Tampa, Fla.; Chicago and Philadelphia. 

What set off this frightening chain reaction? Could 
this happen in your town? At what cost? And is there 
any way to fight it? 

Seeking answers, PARADE has canvassed top medical 
and criminal experts. Bomb scares, they point out, eat 
up the time, money and energy of government, indus- 
try and the public. Worse, they evoke terror and in- 
security for large groups of people. 

For the most part, the experts say, the latest epi- 
demic can be attributed to front-page stories all over 
the country about New York’s so-called Mad Bomber. 
Caught a few weeks ago after a 16-year manhunt, the 
alleged culprit — a Waterbury, Conn., toolmaker — 
admitted planting 31 bombs to “get even” with a New 
York utility company. But his actions touched off 
various mentally and emotionally troubled citizens, 
some homicidal, some hoaxers, some only prankish. 

It doesn’t take much to fire up sick minds looking 
for any easy way to gratification. The bomb scare is 
made to order for them. It’s simple to copy and hard 
to detect. All that is needed is 10 cents for a phone 
call. Then, like magic, the warped individual (man 
or woman, though more often the former) feels pow- 


—and YOU 


or woman, though more often the former) feels pow- 
erful and all-knowing. Momentarily, at least, he imag- 
ines his frustrations and grudges are gone, and he sits 
back to gloat over the fuss he created. 

Is there a Mad Bomber in your town? 

It is possible. However, people who actually con- 
struct and plant bombs are rare. The anonymous caller 
who says, “I've put a bomb in your church” (or wher-~ 
ever) is a hoaxer nine times in 10. Either way, psychi- 
atrists say, he is first of all unhappy. A normal, happy, 
responsible person doesn’t need such a form of expres- 
sion and is fully aware of its destructiveness. The

bomber — real or hoax — is probably immature and 
unstable, disappointed in himself, his home life and 
his work — a failure. 

“He is a weakling who wishes he weren't,” explains 
Dr. Irving Sands, psychiatrist of the Press Reference 
Committee of the Kings County Medical Society of 
New York. “He is usually too cowardly to discharge 
his aggressive tendencies actively, so he'll find a way 
to get satisfaction without risk.” , 

As a rule the hoaxer doesn’t have a police record. 
He isn’t an overt law-breaker. But he’s not likely to be 
on your club’s membership list. He’s not a mixer, 
seldom attends church, sticks pretty much to himself. 

He is very sensitive, extremely suspicious and con- 
vinced nobody likes him. He probably holds down a 
menial job and his working habits are inconsistent. 
The fellows at the shop may refer to him as a “queer 
duck.” At home he’s a poor father and a poor com- 
panion to his wife — if he’s married at all. He often 
can be found sitting in a corner reading a comic book 
of the Superman type, one in which he can “see” him- 
self. In short, he spends much of his time in a dream 
world. 


A Matter of Degree 
Many people fulfill this description, and are not 


hoaxers. But psychiatrists are willing to bet that when’ 


a hoaxer is apprehended, he will fit pretty snugly into 
this mold. 3 

Incidentally, he is not psychotic — that is, he has 
not lost contact with reality. He differs in this way 
from the person who actually places a bomb. It’s a 
matter of degree. The hoaxer is less emotionally dis- 
turbed and mentally sick than the psychotic person — 
but he may develop into one. 

The hoaxer’s trouble stems from his childhood, 
doctors believe. Then, or later, he didn’t get the affec- 
tion he needed. Gradually his feeling of not being 
wanted became a full-grown hostility toward society. 

There is a good chance, too, that he may be sexually 
perverted. This does not mean that he would be an 
overt homosexual, but that he is disinterested in 
women and never reached the heterosexual stage of 
development. 

“He is questioning his virility,” explains a psychi- 
atrist attached to Bellevue Hospital's Psychiatric Divi- 
sion. “He makes a call because that’s his way of 
asserting himself. In the case of a woman hoaxer, 
Freud would say she is showing her envy of men by 
being aggressive. When she gets a lot of men running 
around looking for a bomb, she is fulfilling a hidden 
desire.” : 

When a bomb hoaxer chooses a particular place to 
“blow up,” he does not necessarily make his choice 
by design, the psychiatrists agree. He probably has 
been brooding for a long time. Then he passes a 
theater or a railroad station and suddenly decides, 
“This is it.” It just happened to be the right moment 
to trigger his emotional sickness. If he were to make 
a threatening call to the mayor of your city, it might 


not mean he had anything against the mayor, but that . 


the mayor represented hated authority to him at that 
instant. 

A grudge-carrying hoaxer, on the other hand, may 
have a real antagonism against something or someone. 
He may believe he is being persecuted. He may have, 
for example, hatred of autos, due to something that 


once happened to him (or that he imagined) — so 
he puts his bombs in garages. 

There are other types of bomb hoaxer. A mean one 
is the drunk whose inhibitions are removed by alcohol. 
A well-adjusted intoxicated person would not play 
such a “joke.” Only a disturbed person would resort to 
this when his subconscious takes over. 

The attention-getter will threaten to blow up a build- 
ing because he wants to be in the limelight. He is a 
showoff and an exhibitionist. He is insecure and, like 
the hoaxer, he probably hungers for affection. 

Cranks are a variety of pest that may jump on the 
bomb-scare bandwagon, but generally they confine 
themselves to sounding off about everything under the 
sun. Basically insecure, they are irritable and critical. 
Letter-writing is a usual release for them. 

Pranksters join-in bomb scares because it’s the fad 
of the moment and they think it’s all a big joke. Imma- 
ture school kids, looking for a one-day holiday, are 
the major offenders. Psychiatrists maintain, however, 
this type of thrill-seeking, authority-provoking be- 
havior may indicate disturbance and, therefore, these 
children should be examined — and treated if neces- 
sary — rather than simply punished. 

For the police, bomb scares have always been a 
headache. “We treat every call as if it were the real 
thing,” says Sgt. Peter J. Dale, head of New York 
City’s bomb squad, the nation’s biggest and busiest. 
“In most cases, the person who has set a real bomb 
isn't going to warn you. But there’s always the chance 
that someone has found out about a bomb who wanis 
to remain anonymous for fear of reprisal.” 

Foreign consulates are always getting bomb threats. 
“They come in waves,” explains Sergeant Dale. 
“Whenever a hot issue comes up, you can expect a 
call from some crank.” Bomb threats haunt persons 
in the public eye. When eight Soviet clergymen visited 
this country last summer, their departure plane was 
delayed four hours while police searched the plane and 
baggage because of a false tip. 


Three Things to Remember 


Not long ago Gov. G. Mennen Williams received a 
bomb threat at his home in the state capital at Lansing, 
Mich. The caller twice warned the Governor’s wife 
that a bomb was hidden in the building. Mrs. Williams 
took her three children to the home of a friend while 
police made a thorough but fruitless search. 

What can you do to reduce the danger of a bomb 
scare in your town? 

1) Don’t shrug off crackpots or cranks as harmless. 
A Bellevue doctor has this advice: “A person who 
does not behave normally should be watched closely 
by friends and relatives. He may need a doctor's help.” 
These individuals don’t recognize their own problem, 
but if they can be convinced that their trouble is 
within themselves, treatment and eventual relief are 
possible. 

2) If there’s a bomb scare, try to keep it quiet. 
Publicity, many experts feel, can help set off hoaxers 
and cranks. 

3) When a hoaxer is caught, the case should be 
headlined from beginning to end in order to discour- 
age imitators. “We are dealing with timid personali- 
ties,” Dr. Sands explains. “They are fearful of detec- 
tion. Once they realize they can be caught, it may act 
as a strong deterrent.” »

Aided by assistants and physiology stu- 
dents here, I've run thousands of tests, 
the results of which have been published 
in professional and research journals, in- 
cluding The Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

The findings show that these things are 
just not so: 

Weight lifters are muscle bound. 

We tested 600 men between 18 and 30. 
Half were weight lifters, half were not. 
We had all 600 do the same exercise — 
turning a handle on a certain machine; the 
faster a person can turn such a handle, 
the less muscle bound he is. 

The typical weight lifter, we found, 
turned the handle 24 times in 5.4 seconds. 
Non-weight lifters took 5.6 seconds, indi- 
cating that weight lifters actually are /ess 
muscle bound than you or I. 
Warming-up always helps performance. 

Not so, according to our tests. It’s true 
that throwing a baseball or shooting a 
basketball before a game helps the athlete 
(because by practicing the motions to be 
performed in the game, he sharpens his 
coordimation ). 

But the vast amount of running and cal- 
isthenics done before some sports — like 
basketball, track and. football — seems 
just a waste of time. 

We experimented by having track men 
run 440 yards and trained bicycle riders 
pedal stationary bikes for the equivalent 
of 100 yards and one mile. Each man per- 
formed “cold” and after warming up. 
There was no lameness nor sign of injury 
after performing “cold.” And warming-up 
didn’t improve their times. 

Athletes die sooner than non-athletes. 

A report recently published by Michi- 
gan State University investigators sub- 
stantiated earlier reports, especially those 
of Dr. Louis Dublin. They checked up on 
former athletes at the school, compared

them with an equal number of non- 
athletes. From the number of deaths 
among each group, they determined that 
the life expectancy of athletes was 65.9 
years. Expectancy for non-athletes: 65.9 
years. 

Athletes don’t “ruin” their hearts, either, 
the researchers found. About the same 
number of athletes and non-athletes had 
died of heart disease. 

Rubdowns "pep up” athiefés. 

Before a race, most runners insist on a 
rubdown. In our experiments, rubdowns 
proved useless. 

We gave massages to five runners on 
Springfield College’s track team, then 
clocked them for a quarter-mile run. On 
another day, we gave the same five boys a 
superficial massage (they thought it was 
the real thing and so felt peace of mind), 
then timed them again. 

Result: The times on both days were 
almost exactly the same. Two of the boys, 
after the real massage, turned in their best 
times of the season. But another boy, with- 
out either massage or warm-up, smashed 
Springfield College’s record for the quar- 
ter-mile run. 

Weight lifters are dumbbells. 

“A broad back and a weak mind” is a 
line that must come into almost every- 
one’s mind as he watches a weight lifter 
picking up 100-lIb. weights. 

To find out how weak the weight lifter’s 
mind really is, we compared the grades 
of 392 student weight lifters — at Spring- 
field College and other schools — with 
the grades of the rest of the students at 
those schdols. Again a surprise: The 
non-weight lifters averaged C, the weight 
lifters B. 

Training tables keep athletes stronger. 

That’s what many a small-college coach 
has long thought as he envied the big 
schools which feed their players thick red 
steaks and other special dishes. Yet men 
from different nations become champions 
on radically different diets, governed 
mostly by national tastes. There isn’t any 


special diet for athletes. A recently pub- | 


lished report by Harvard doctors pre- 
sented a good summary on this subject. 
The doctors indicated that the value of a 
training table is mostly in the players’ 
minds. 

So long as the players eat a well-bal- 
anced diet, said the doctors in The Journal 
of the American Medical Association, 
they're just as strong as the players eating 
specially prepared dishes at a training 
table. A lot of red meat, for instance, 
doesn't alone give strength; in actual tests, 
it was discovered that vegetarians have 
about as much strength — no more and 
no less — as meat eaters. 

But the legend will persist that training 
tables go hand in hand with winning 
teams. Sad to say, despite all the scientific 
studies that should demolish them, myths 
about sports apparently never die — or 
even fade away. «

was his gift to a Southern Jady

In this story he hos 
woven together some of the known facts 
about what was happening on February 12, 
1865, into narrative form. 


It was his 56th birthday, and he felt 
old for his age. Circulation in his long 
arms and legs had been getting poorer 
— especially in cold weather, and this 
had been an unusually severe winter. 
Sheridan had telegraphed to say that 
the snow was a foot deep in the Shen- 
andoah Valley, bringing all military 
operations in that area to a standstill. 
{t was cold in Washington too, with 
snow on the ground and ice on the 
Potomac. The sky was heavily over- 
cast, with occasional snow flurries fill- 
ing the air. 

The man who stood looking out of a 
window on the second floor of the 
White House was used to snow and cold 
weather. His mother often told him 
about the bleak winter’s day on which 
he had beep born in a one-room cabin 
in the Kentucky hills. He had seen lots 
of snow in Indiana, where he grew up, 
and later in Illinois. 

It was quiet in the White House, for 
this day was Sunday, and the usual 
Office seekers and petition bearers were 
missing from the lower halls. Only on 
Sundays did the Lincolns have the 
house to themselves. The President was 


| glad they were being left alone because 


it was an important time in their lives. 
Yesterday their eldest son Robert had 
been commissioned as a captain on 
Grant’s staff, which meant that he 


would be stationed at Army headquar- 


ters at City Point, Virginia. This was 
only a day’s journey from Washington, 
and Robert's doting mother was pleased 
that her son would be near to her, even 


though she dreaded his being so close 


to the front. 


Grant had been in Washington dur- 
ing the past few days to testify before 
the Congressional Joint Committee on 
the Conduct of the War and had just 
returned to City Point, taking a dozen 
Congressmen with him. It was a good 
idea, the President thought, to let the 
men on this investigating committce 
see what war was really like. Too many 
of them seemed to think that it was 
a sort of glorified debate, in which the 
loudest and most vehement words could 
win battles. 

The peaceful solitude of the quiet 
Sunday afternoon was abruptly dis- 
turbed when the President's manserv- 
ant, Billy Slade, knocked at the door to 
say that former Postmaster General 
Montgomery Blair wanted to see the 
President. Since Blair lived across the 
street from the White House, he some- 
times dropped in at odd hours or on 
Sundays to discuss matters of personal 
interest.

to get him re-elected. As a result, 
Montgomery Blair, out of the Cabinet, 
had an even greater hold on the Presi- 
dent’s affections than he did when he 
was- one of his official advisers. 

Blair was almost as tall as Lincoln, 
and there was an engaging smile on his 
pleasant, smoothly shaved face when 
he- came in to wish the President a 
happy birthday. They talked fora while 
about the recent peace conference with 
the Confederates at Hampton Roads, 
which Blair’s illustrious father had 
helped bring about. The conference, 
unfortunately, had come to nothing, 
and the war with its mounting losses 
and relentless woes had to be carried 
on to the bitter end. 


Request Made 


Blair had a favor to ask. It was for 
a Kentucky lady who had written to 
Lineoln requesting permission to pass 
through the Union lines. Her name 
was Mrs. Willis F. Jones, and she was, 
Blair hastened to point out, a grand- 
daughter of Judge Robertson of Lex- 
ington, a man Lincoln knew. 

Lincoln nodded. He remembered her 
letter. It was among the heap of papers 
on dais desk. Mrs. Jones wanted to visit 
the grave of her husband, a Confeder- 
ate major killed at Richmond. 

He wanted to grant Blair's — and 
the widow's — simple request; but he 
wasn't sure it was the right thing to do. 

He thought about it, looking at the 
snowflakes striking the darkening win- 
dow. It was warm here in the White 
House, but in the trenches around 
Petersburg and Richmond it was bitter 
cold, and the snow would make life 
even harder for the soldiers.

And I've been too 
easy:on deserters and soldiers who neg-

“Besides, I've been trying to cut 
down on the number of such passes I 
issue. I’m trying to limit myself to one 
a day. I have already today commuted 
one death sentence and issued one pass 
— oddly enough to a Kentucky woman. 
I've exhausted my quota for today.” 

Blair smiled and said, “This isn’t an 
ordinary day. It’s your birthday. You 
can afford to issue one more pass just 
to celebrate the occasion.” 

Lincoln searched through the papers 
until he found Mrs. Jones’ letter. He 
put on his spectaclesand read the letter 
through, studying each phrase. “I see 


. that she promises to bring the major’s 


manservant North and set him free. 


That's good. I hadn't noticed that be- 


fore.” 

“She'll do it, too,” Blair said. ““These 
are good people. Just because they fight 
on the otfier side — Well, we ought to 
know. We both come from Kentucky.” 

The President rubbed his face 
thoughtfully, then made up his mind. 
“All right, Blair. I'll do it. I shouldn't, 
but I will. 1 suppose one more pass 
won't make much difference.” 


Request Granted 


He took out a card and wrote the few 
necessary words: 

Allow Mrs. Willis F. Jones to pass 

our lines with ordinary baggage, go 

South & return. 

Feb. 12, 1865 A. Lincoln

For 1,500,000 Americans with diabetes 
and an estimated 4,750,000 more who are 
fated to develop the disease, there’s good 
news. A new anti-diabetes pill, taken by 
mouth, promises to replace insulin for 
a large percentage of patients. 

Since late 1955, 1,200 U. S. doctors 
have tested Orinase, the drug from which 
the pill is made, in controlled studies of 
more than 12,000 patients. The verdict so 
far: Orinasé can lower blood sugar in up 
to 75 per cent of treated diabetics. These 
people can put aside syringes, needles and 
insulin. They no longer need routine daily 
injections to live normally (though some 
severe and complicated cases still wil need 
insulin at times). 

Before you rush to spread this news — 
the best for diabetics since 1921 when in- 
sulin itself was discovered — consider 
these facts: . 

Orinase still is in the experimental stage. 
You cannot buy it. Doctors do not yet have 
it for general use. There is only a limited 
supply for test purposes. In other words, 
don’t get the idea that a diabetic yet can ask 
for — and get —- Orinase from his doctor. 

The Upjohn Co. (Kalamazoo, Mich.) 
producer of the drug, has only 20,000 
50-pill bottles of Orinase per. month for 
test purposes. And that amount obviously 
is sufficient for a handful of diabetics. 

. However, prospects are that Orinase will 
be available for general use in the near 
future. : 


What Diabetes Is 

Discovery of the drug, like many other 
great medical advances, was made by acci- 
dent. It stems from research in France 15 
years ago — on typhoid fever. 

To understand how that led to the pres- 
ent use of Orinase, you need to know a 
little about diabetes: Briefly, it starts with 
the pancreas, one of the body’s master 
glands. When the pancreas fails to pro- 
duce enough insulin to prepare blood 
Sugars for energy release, diabetes can re- 
sult. The exact reason still is unknown. 

When the body is deficient in insulin. it 
seeks energy by “raiding” other body re- 
sources, such as protein and fat. This 
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ratus to sterilize needle, alcohol and 
cotton to swab skin at injection point. 


causes severe weight loss and general slug- 
gishness in the diabetic. In addition, he 
complains of great thirst and sugar appears 
in his urine. If insulin is not given, he is 
likely to go into coma. Death can follow. 

In short, when a diabetic injects insulin 
into himself it substitutes for what the 
body itself fails to produce. Such insulin 
replacement permits the diabetic to live 
normally, although he must watch his 
weight and the amount of food he eats. 


Back in 1942 French scientists, experi- 
menting on typhoid fever with chemicals 
related to sulfa drugs, stumbled onto the 
fact that one such chemical lowered blood 
sugar. The war virtually halted European 
medical research. After the war, however, 
German scientists continued the earlier 
French studies. Tests with patients were 
begun. Slowly it became apparent that the 
sulfa-related drug could replace insulin 
injections in carefully selected patients. 

In November, 1955, Orinase was tried 
on the first group of American patients. 
Today the drug, which differs from its 
sulfa-cousins in that it cannot knock out 
bacteria infections, is being hailed as a 
medical milestone. 

One great advantage of Orinase is that 
it produces few unpleasant side-effects. 
Yet there are sound reasons for the cau- 
tions of doctors and the Upjohn Co. con- 
cerning the drug. 

First, long-term study is vital to deter- 
mine just which diabetics can benefit from 
Orinase. It has been found that most chil- 
dren, comprising about 5 per cent of all 
diabetes cases, cannot be sustained on the 
drug. They must continue on insulin. 

In addition, persons who develop dia- 
betes between the ages of 15 and 40 tend 
to do poorly on the drug. That is, after the 
drug is given, they continue to “spill” 


‘ sugar in their urine. When that happens, 


insulin injections must be resumed. 

However, 75 per cent of all diabetes 
appears after the age of 40. It is in this vast 
group that most of the candidates for Orin- 
ase treatment appear. 

At the same time, even among “adult 
onset diabetics” there have been treatment 
failures. Some of these patients must con- 
tinue to rely on insulin. In any case, diet 
restriction still holds. And the doctor al- 
ways must decide whether to use Orinase 
on a givert individual. 


“This is Great” 


How and why Orinase works on the 
majority of adult cases is unknown. Some 
doctors feel it stimulates the pancreas to 
produce more insulin. Others feel that 
somehow the drug removes a chemical 
block in the body permitting better utili- 
zation of insulin. 


Whatever the reason, it is unimportant 


to patients such as one treated at New 
York University-Bellevue Medical Center. 

A 53-year-old business executive, he 
had been on insulin for more than a year. 
After three months of taking Orinase, all 
he could say was: “Boy, this is great — 
popping a couple of pills in-my mouth 
every day rather than having to stick my- 
self with a needle!” .
